New York, October 20.—Ex-Senator Da- 
vid B. Hill addressed a great democratic 
massmeeting in the academy of music. 
Brooklyn, tonight. Thé hall was packed 
and the enthusiasm of the people was ex- 
traordinary. : 

When the former governor stepped to 
the front of the stage the cheering was 
deafening and the women tn the boxes and 
over the thouse waved their handkerchiefs. 

The applause was continued several min- 
utes and jt was renewed again and again 

Mr. Hill said: 

“The paramount issue in the present 
campaign is that of honest government. 
There are no war issues, so called, to di- 
vide or embarrass the people. Achieve- 
ments and glories of the recent war with 
Spain belong not to any political party. 
but to the whole country. This fact should 
bé everywhere conceded; but if there is 
@ disposition to inject partisanship in thie 
consideration of the inception or results 
of that war, we need not shirk from a 
comparison with our opponents. We may 
tecall the plain facts of history. The 
people have not forgotten the great strug- 


gle in the halls of congress less than a 


year ago, which preceded the declaration 
of war—the fact that, with a few and 
honorable exceptions, all the earnest pleas 
for intervention in behalf of Cuban lib- 
erty were uttered by democratic leaders;

| speaker, backed by the dominant 
, "to @ven consider the Cuban ques- 


‘tion at all; the steady, persistent and de- 


termined efforts of the demiorratic minority 
to force the Cuban question to the front. 
aided by the powerful democratk press of 
the country and backed by the patriotic 
sentiment of the people, until at last thelr 
effortae were crowned with success and 
a halting, Weluctant administration was 
forced to inaugurate a war in behalf of 
humanity and civilization to which it was 
at heart opposed. 
Recalls McKinley’s Message. 

“You have not forgotten the cold and 
unsympathetic message of President 
McKinley in December last, opposing Cu- 
ban intervention of any kind, exaggerating 
the difficulties in the way and unneces- 
sarily reminding congress and the peo- 
ple of our neutral obligations. You have 
not forgotten the attitude of Senator Han- 
na, the Warwick of the present administra- 
tion as well as the head of its financial 
syndicate—fresh from his senatorial tri- 
umph at Columbus, purchased by bri- 
bery and corruption, who gent to the presi- 
dent in answer to his congratulatory tele- 
gram the famous, or rather infamous, 
message: “God reigns and tthe republican 
party stil] lives,’’ and who with tears in 
his eyes was pleading at Washington for 
peace at any price, and lamenting the 
threatened disturbance of tne business 
interests Of the country by “So unneces- 
sary a war.” 

“Neither need I rengnd you of the dire 
predictions and lamentations of other re- 
publicans high in the councils of the party, 
who in those momentous days were seek- 
ing to stem the tide of popular enthusiasm 
which was sweeping over the land, and 
protesting that their party was being 
‘dragged’ into an unholy foreign war by 
their unscrupulous opponents. 

“Rut now that this ‘cruel war’ is over 
and American valor has easily triumphed 
on both sea and land, and the American 
flag proudly floats over our newly ac- 
quired territory—never, as it is fondly 
hoped, to be lowered again—these post-war 
patriots who never lifted their voices in 
behalf of Cuban liberty when that cause 
was in dire distress and needed friends, 
come forward and with unbecoming haste, 
not gimply to share, but to monopolize all 
the glortes of the war. Their perennial 
and moss-covered orators, from Dr. De- 
pew down to the village vracle, are peram- 
bulating the state fighting over again with 
their tongues the few battles of the war, 
giving vivid descriptions of war scenes 
which they did not witness and detailing 
warlike events which never occurred, seeK- 
ing vague and imaginary issues rather than 
confronting those actually existing. 

Pays His Respects to Roosevelt. 

‘‘Dven the distinguished republican can- 
didate for governor in one of his recent 
speeches went so far as to say that the 
war would be regarded as having been 
fought in vain, if a democratic victory 
should now occur. This is the first sug- 
gestion which I have heard from so high a 
source that the late war was a republican 
war, or that it was waged in the interest 
or for the benefit of any political party, 
official or individual. Democratic soldiers 
as well as civilians will resent the offen- 
sive and untimely suggestion. It was a 
aation’s war, undertaken not for political 
effect, but for liberty’s sake—for the sake 
of humanity—for the defense of the nation- 
al honor; a just and righteous war, which 
overshadowed all political considerations, 
and it will not have been fought in vain, 
nor will its glorious results be obscured, 
dimmed or affected by the success or de- 


feat in this state campaign of any politi- 


cal party, much less of that party which 
ls held in public estimation largely respon- 
sible for compelling the inauguration of 
that very war. 

“It is said that the president must be sus- 
tained. This is a silly plea at this stage 
of events. The conflict has ceased; no 
armed forces confront us anywhere, and we 
are virtually dictating our own terms of 
peace. No dangers confront the country 
except those which may be occasioned by 
our own selfishness or incapacity, and un- 
der such circumstances appeals to our pa- 


triotism to sustain an adverse administra- 
tion with which we do not agree must be 
regarded as unwarrantable and childish. 
During the continuance of the struggle 
the appeal was pertinent and was most 
patriotically answered. Never in the his- 
tory of the nation was a president more 
loyally supported by an opposition party 
and by the people generally than during 
the recent conflict. Men, supplies and mon- 
ey were voted ad libitum. Democrats vied 
with republicans in the endeavor to give 
the administration everything it desired, 
and while differences of opinion necessari- 
ly arose as to the methods and details, 
there was but one common purpose man- 
ifested, which was to assist the president 
in every legitimate way in @ vigorous pros- 
ecution of the war. That duty having been 
abundantly discharged, there is now no 
obligation resting upon anybody to sustain 
the national administration, unless we real- 
ly approve its policy. 
Administration Incompetent. 

“While a blind approval of an administra- 
tion, whether it is right or wrong, may 
be exacted in times of war, no such rule 
prevails in times of peace. It is no im- 
peachment of the loyalty or patriotism of 
the people that they dectine to condone the 
incompetency, the negligence, the favorit- 
ism and the corruption which characterized 
the conduct of some of the departments 
of the government, and especially since the 
close of the war, resulting in much priva- 
tion, suffering and death, saddening the glo- 
rious memories of the conflict and demand- 
ing an official investigation. They naturally 
distrust an administration which desires to 
investigate itself and they insist with much 
propriety that the-people’s representatives 
in congress assembled constitute the proper 
tr_-buna! for the conduct of such an ‘nvesti- 
gation. A wise state nship will sat'sfac- 
tority Solve the new and interesting prcb- 
lems arising out of the terms of s2ttlement 
w.th Spain; will deermine what govern- 
ments shall be formed; what territory, if 
any, shall be actually annexed; what coun- 
tries; what shall be done in reference to the 
solemn promise contained in eur declara- 
tion of war; these questions cannot he said 
to be political ‘issues’ in the ordinary 
sense of that term because they rave not 
become a certainty; parties have nut vet 
divided on them; they have not yet been 
appropriately or legitimately presented and 
their discussion was premature. 

‘‘Neither does the proposed increase of our 
army, the further strengthening our navy, 
which we owe to volunteers; the sreatness 
of common country cr the necessity for 
the preservation of its honor, furnish tangi- 
ble issues of any importance, because they 
are subjects on which the people are sub- 
stantially united. It may gratify the vanity 
of :dle men and flippant orators to serious- 
ly discuss such topics in the brief political 
campaign, but busy and thoughtful nien 
on practical results, prefer the considera- 
tions of contested questions and actual is- 
sues.” 

The remainder of Mr. Hill’s speech é@ealt 
entirely with. state issues, attacking the 
republican party for the canal scanéal,

MR. CLARK HOWELL’S SPEECH. 


Chicago Papers Tell of Its Enthusiastic 
Reception. 

Chicago, October 20.—(Special.)—The 
Times-Herald says this morning that the 
“ovation which greeted Clark Howell's re- 
sponse, was, next to that of the president, 
the most marked of the evening.” It has 
a leading editorial on the speech, saying in 


- sélection of Mr. Clark* Howell, 
editor of The Atlanta Constitution, to 
respond to the toast, “Our United 
Country,”’ at the jub'lee banquet, was 
a. happy one, inasmuch as Mr. Howell's 
paper is one of the great journals of 
the south, and, therefore, the opinions 
of its editors are the opinions of the 
people of that vast section of our re- 
united country. Tithe speaker made a 
fine, but true, distinction between the 
union of sections existing prior to the 
war and the union as it exists now. At 
that time it was a union of hands; now 
it ils a union of hearts. He paid elo- 
quent tribute to the men of the south 


~ who had displayed heroism in the late 


war—Bagley, Victor Blue, Brumby and 
Hobsen. 

While enumerating and glorifying in 
the victories achieved in that war, ‘the 
belleved the greatest of these to be the 
genuine reunion of the sections.’’ 

The Evening Post says, after quoting ex- 
tracts of hig speech: 

Irn. striking contrast with the measured 
and weighty words of President Mc- 
Kinley, addressed to the reunion of the 
American people last night, were the 
favorer and eloquent periods of Clark 
Howell, appealing directly to. their 
hearts. In simple language, he first 
painted the scene of two vine-covered 
graves nestling in the solemn silence 
of a country church yard in the moun- 
tains of Georgia. The story of one 
was told in the inscription, ‘‘Here lies a 
confederate soldier; he died for his 
country;” of the othey, in the words, 
“here lies the son of a confederate sol- 
dier; he died for his country.” This is 
the noblest, best fruitage of. the war, 
worth all the treasure, tears and blood 
and the sacrifices of the past, the un- 
known problems and perils of the fu- 
ture, that, “divided by war, we are unit- 
ed as never before by the same agency, 
and the union is one of hearts as well 
as ‘hands.’’ 

Of a truth as Mr. Howell said with 
all the warmth of his southern nature 
when President McKinley appointed 
“Joe’’ Wheeler and Fitzhugh Lee as 
generals of the United States army, he 
confirmed Grant's magnanimity to Rob- 
ert E. Lee, and wrote between the 
lines, “‘there is but one people of this 
union, one flag alone for all.” 


CHINESE MURDER FRENCHMEN. 


Minister of Foreign Affairs Instructed 
To Demand Indemnity. 

Paris, October 20.—At the cabinet meeting 
today the minister of foreign affairs, M. 
Delcasse, read a dispatch from the French 
minister at Peking, M. Gerard, announcing 
that a French missionary. and several 
Chinese Catholics have been massasred or 
burned to death in a chapel at Paklung by 
a riotous mob. 

M. Gerard immediately demandej repara- 
tion from the Chinese government, includ- 


ing pecuniary compensation. 


M. Delcasse instructed M. Gerard to in- 
struct the Chinese foreign office that the 
French government will take action if 
China does not adopt measures absoiutely 
guaranteeing the lives of missionaries.

MKINLEY SPEAKS 
TO RAILROAD MEN 


President Greeted Most Enthusi- 
astcally By Brotherhoods, 


ARMORY —GAYLY -RECORATED 


Enplneers, Firemen, Conductors, Train- 
men and Telepraphers Present, 


ON RETURN JOURNEY TO WASHINGTON 


At the Auditorium He Meets Friends 
and Is Presentei with a Memo- 
rial in Favor of Interna- 
tional Arbitra- 

tion. l 


Chicago, October *”.—President McKinley 
and the members of his party left for 
Washington tonight over the Pennsylvania 
road. The crowd that has followed him 
every time he has appeared in public was 
with him to the last and it required the ef- 
forts of 150 policemen to restrain the throng 
which packed the depot to suffocation. 

Just as the train pulled out the president 
appeared on the rear platform of the last 
car and bowed repeatedly as the crowd 


cheered him. 
The president spent much of the day in 
rest and receiving friends of the McWil- 


liams family. 
After luncheon he proceeded to the First 
regiment armory to address the railroad 


men. 

The armory was gayly festooned and the 
galleries were hidden behind the folds of 
“Old Glory.’’ The president appeared upon 
the east end cf the main balcony and 
spoke briefly to the assembled railway men, 
who represented every branch of the ser- 
vice. 

The mass meeting was in the nature of a 
forma] opening of the three days’ confer- 
ence of r. ay employéés, called to draft 
measures for nationa] and:state legislation, 
applying to organized railroad labor. In the 
gathering were represented the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen, the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Trainmen, the Order of 
Railroad Conductors and the Railway Tel- 
egraphers Union. The ladies auxiliaries in 
each of the orders assisted in the reception 
to the president. A throng gathered outside 
the armory two hours before to cheer Mr. 
McKinley upon hig arrival. 

Mr. MeKinley’s party was conducted to 
the first balcony, from which he looked out 
upon the thousands of railroad men. The 
galleries overhead were filled with men, 
women and children, who cheered whenever 
an opportunity presented itself. Many of 
those gathered on the drill floor were in 
the delegations of railway men that visited 
the president at Canton during the cam- 
paign period. The enthusiastic reception 
accorded President McKinley upon his arri- 
val at the armory was sufficient assurance 
that the railroad men appreciated his pres- 


Armory Was Crowded. 

The armory was crowded when the exer- 
cises were opened with prayer by Dr. Emil 
G. Hirsch. Chairman J. H. Walsh, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, pre- 
sided and delivered the opening address. 
He then introduced Mayor Harrison, who 
delivered the address of welcome to Pres- 
ident. McKinley. The president's response 
was listened to attentively and frequently 
interrupted with applause. 

President McKinley spoke as follows: 

“IT count myself fortunate to have the 
privilege of meeting with this great rail- 
10ad organization in this great metropolis. 
I have had in the last ten days very many 
most interesting and pleasing experiences 
as I journeyed through their country, but 
I assure you that not one of them has 
given me greater pleasure than to meet the 
men and women connected with the great 
railroads of the country. (Applause.) 

“It is fortunate that this great body of 
representative men and women has assem- 
bled to this city at a time when the people 
were celebrating the suspension of hostili- 
ties, with hope of an early honorable, just 
and triumphant peace. The railroad men 
of the country have always been for their 
country. (Applause.) The railroad men of 
the country have always been for the flag 
of the country, and in every crisis of our 
national history, in war and in peace, the 
men of your great organization have been 
loyal and faithful to every duty and obli- 
gation. Yours is a profession of great risk 
and of grave responsibility. I know of no 
occupation in the sphere of human endeav- 
or which carries with it greater obliga- 
tions or higher responsibilities than the 
profession of railroad men. You carry the 
commerce of the country; you carry the 
rich treasures of the country from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, and you carry daily 
and hourly the freightage of humanity; 
they trust to you, to your integrity, to your 
intelligence and your fidelity for the safe- 
guarding of ther lives, and I congratulate 
the country from the bottom of my heart 
that in this great system so interwoven 
with the every day life of the citizens of the 
repubiic we have such splendid character 
and such high intelligence. 

Compliments His Hearers. 

“I bring tv you today my good will, 
but I will bring to you the good will and 
respect of seventy millions of American 
citizens, (Great applause). 

“Your work ig before a eritical audi- 
ence, you go in and out every day before 
your countrymen and you have ever de- 
served from your countrymen the unstint- 
ed praise and approval for your fidelity to 
the great interest you represent. The vir- 
tue of the people lies at the foundation of 
the republic, the power of the people is in 
the American fireside. The virtue that 
comes out of the holy aitar of home is the 
most precious gift this nation has, and 
when the voice of the people speaks from 
the home of the people, it is a command to 
congress and the executive; it is the law of 
the republic.

NATION WANTS SYMPATHY 


Bons Insist That United States Shall 
Assume the Cuban Debt, 


DAY AND HIS ASSOCIATES DECLINE 


Instructions from Madrid Will Reach 
,the Spaniards This Morning 
and a Joint Session of the 
Commissions Will Be 
Held Today. 


Paris, 
commissioners have not yet received from 
Madrid either instruction or permission to 
bid adieu to Cuban sovereignty without 
further seeking to attach to this sovereign- 
ty some condition providing for the as- 
sumption of the Cuban debt by the United 
States. 

If they are as at present disposed and 
instructed, the Spaniards will not at to- 
morrow's meeting recognize affirmatively 
the United States position. Should they 
flatly reject American insistence, the, Span- 
iards, while recognizing the physical pow- 
er of the United Stateg against unaided 
Spain, will dumbly extend their palms up- 
ward and shrug their shoulders. They re- 
gard the situation as pitiable and are not 


.averse to any sympathy it may excite. 


They affirm that the American answer 
to their debt proposition is very long and 
that they thave not yet had time to medi- 
tate fully on it. They,.thus far, apparent- 
ly intend not to yield and will tomorrow 
make another written presentment and ex- 
pect an extended discussion thereon. 

Whether they tomorrow be met with, or 
at the close of the agusion receive, as to 
Cuba, the American ultimAtum of terms 
and time, must be then developed. While 
this is now not quite probable, it is pos- 


sible. 
Spain Is Much Depressei. 

London, October 21.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times says: 

“I had a visit today (Thursday) from a 
great Spanish personage who seems to have 
been commissioned to ascertain the trend 
of public opinion on the negotiations here. 
He appeared much depressed. He hus found 
‘great and general sympathy with Spain, 
but has been unable to discover -any possi- 
bility of obtaining moral support against 
the American delegates who are inflexible 
in their demands and with much politeness 
of form have hitherto categorically refused 
to make the slightest concessions on any 
of the instructions received by them, never 
having asked their government for the 
slightest modifications. 


“I have already explained the mode of | 


negotiations. Memoirs are handed in, which 
are translated and replied to in the same 
fashion. The Spaniards from time to time 
endeavor to enter into conversation and 


‘turn the discussion into a verbal exchange 


of views in order to obtain some deviation 
from the inflexible line marked out by the 
American government for its representa- 
tives. 

“Senor Barsque, who is a master of the 
English language, is the Spanish commis- 
sioner who makes the attempts to lead to a 
conversation, and as he is described as 
very pressing and eloquent, he always 
makes a profound impression. The Ameri- 
cans, however, listen attentively, but main- 
tain the procedure of written replies. 

“The intended sitting yesterday could not 
be held because the Spaniards, in view of 
the written replies made to them, renounc- 
ed their attempts at conversation and ask- 
ed forty-eight hours’ grace to consult their 
government and prepare a written rejoin- 
der. 

‘The friend who called told he had found 


his countrymen much discouraged, being 


convinced that the United States is bent 
on a rigorous.exercise of the rights of the 
victor. Said he: 

““The Americans seem bent on pushing 
the results of the war to their extreme 
consequences. They refuse to entertain any 
concessions on the financial question, and 
while déclining to undertake sovereignty in 
Cuba, they maintain that the Cuban debt 
is a Spanish devi and that Spain abused 
her sovereignty by saddling the island with 


the interest of a debt by wRich she alone | 


profited. 

““*Vainly have we urged that they them- 
selves accepted financial obligations to- 
ward England after the war of indepen- 
dence; that they accepted the burdens of 
Texas after conquest; that there is no more 
general law than the law of the obliga- 
tions of a country changing with its rules, 
and that it would be an arbitrary course 
and a vexatious precedent to throw the 
Cuban debt upon us. It is useless and they 
Stand peremptorily on their demands.’ ”’

THEY SEE DEFEAT 
ANEAD OF THEN 


Republicans of New York Doing 
Everything to Avert Calamity, 


DEPEW ON THE WATCHTOWER 


Gives a Warning to the Members of 
His Party, 


BUT IT 15 THOUGHT TO BE TOO LATE 


Chauncey Pictures Awful Things 
Should the Democrats Win in New 
York—Chances for Demo- 
cratic Success This Fall 
Are Good.

Washington, D.C., October 20.—(Special.)— 
With Chauncey Depew turned calamity 
howler, the full extent of the republican 
scare is developed. Of all people—Chauncey! 
Why, in ordinary times when the party 
has some show of success, Chauncey@%s 
the greatest of all the optimists: even 
when he feels the shadow of an ordinary 
defeat, there is no limit to tne extent of 
his rosy predictions; and when, therefore, 
he turns pessimist and calamity howler, 
the republican cause must be in a bad 
Way. 

That is what he has beconfe and with 
great emphasis. Chauncey has been talk- 
ing to New York republicans and here is 
the brilliant picture he draws: 


If we lose the election this fall, it 
means the loss not only of the state, 
but of congress and of a United States 
senator from New York. It means that 
our defeat will be accepted in the mar- 
kets at home and abroad as a condem- 
nation of the prosecution of the war 
with Spain. Investments will stop. 
Money will lie idle. Labor will be in as 
great distress as it was before McKin- 
ley was elected two years ago. This re- 
publican apathy inthe state of New 
York has impressed itself upon me,and I 
fee] that a word should be said to over- 
come the only thing that stands be- 
tween republican success and republi- 
can defeat. 

It is the wai] of one “in the last stages of 


desperation, the cry of a lost soul. 

No picture in the inferno is, according to 
Chauncey, as black as that which New 
York and the .country at large will. pre- 
sent if the bad democrats are permitted 
to elect Van Wyck governor and a ma- 
jority of the next congress. It is this pos- 
sibllity that has cursed certain spots in 
the south with yellow -jack, that has 
visited blizzards upon the west, that was 
unquestionably responsitfie fpr the de- 
struction of the Mohegan. All these 
things, according to the Depew 
logic, must be directly traceable to the 
impending possibility of republican defeat 
and he is* endeavoring to ward off such 
dire consequences. 

What It Means. 

Seriously the Depew wail is worth con- 
Sidering. The republicans are a little late 
in waking up to the danger they are in 
and perhaps it’ would have been better for 
the democratic chances if they had re- 
mained longer in ignorance. But it can- 
not be helped now. They see their danger 
and are doing everything in their power to 
avert it. They may vet succeed in doing 
so, but as things stand now, the cards are 
unquestionably running against them. 

While Depew’s remarks apply princi- 
pally to the republicans of New York, 
inside: advices received by the officers of 
the democratic congressional committee in- 
dicate that there are other states where re- 
publican apathy is as marked as in tthe 
Empire State. 

Either the democratic, prospects jn the 
sections regarded as in doubt are the 
brightest possible, or the campaign man- 
agers in those states and districts are 
very badly fooled. Secretary Kerr, who is 
the active head of the democratic campaign 
committee, is of course in constant rom- 
munication with these gentlemen,and their 
correspondence is of the most confiden- 
tial and the frankest possible character. 
Kerr has repeatedly urged upon his of- 
ficial worrespondents the necessity for 
keeping him posted on the conditions in 
their states and districts exactly as they 
exist and not let their thopes get away 
with their judgment. In almost all in- 
Stances the campaign managers of the 
middle western states are men of experi- 
ence and are not at all] inclined to Jook- 
ing through rose-tinted glasses or hit- 
ting the pipe that breeds fantasies; and 
yet the advices from, these men are uni- 
formly optimistic. 

Democratic Outlook Roseate. 

I am not at liberty to give details, be- 
cause that might reveal to the enemy in- 
formation he should not have. But unless 
Secretary Kerr’s informants are very 
badly fooled, the chances for democratic 
success couid hardly be more roseate, 

Take Michigan for instance. Dan Cam- 
pau, who has for years been at the head 
of the state committee, ig a conservative, 
calculating politician who does not go up 
in balloons nor allow himself to be fooled 
by surface indications. The Michigan or- 
ganization is thorough, and it 1s evident 
that the anti-republican forces are doing 
active work. 

Instead of merely holding our own in 
Michigan, as the committee here has 
counted on, Campau talks most positively 
of gains in the congressional delegation 
and, what is more surprising, seems to 
think there is a strong possibility of the 
eiection of Whiting, the candidate for gov- 
ernor, against Pingree. Of course, Pingree 


\ has always been very strong, but the Bur- 


rows wing of his party is against him and 
he is being bitterly fought by a number of 
other elements. 

Michigan is one instance of the trend of 
the reports sent to democratic headquar- 
ters. Advices of just ag positive character 


come from Ohto and Indiana and Illinois— 
all of them stating that the campaign is 
in: excellent shape and predicting victory 
not only in the close districts, but in many 
of those that have been gererally regarded 
safely republican. And then, too, there are 
indications of possible successes where 
none have been looked for. Indeed, as 
things stand there seems the best of rea- 
son to deciare that if the election were held 
now the result would be a democratic 
landslide. 
One Dark Spot. 

The one dark spot, as seen from Wash- 
ington, is Maryland, and even there we 
can lose nothing. The present delegation 
from Maryland is solidly republican, 
chosen as the result of the wave of gold- 
standard fanaticism that swept the state 
in 189. There three districts which, 
with proper candidates and proper cam- 
paign management, might be carried by 
the democrats, but as it is the committee 
does not count on the possibility of more 
than one and wil! not be at ail @isappoint- 
ed if that one does not materitalize. 

The management of the party in Mary- 
land. is entirely in the hands of the gold 
element, and there is every indication that 
the campaign managers are doing all they 
can to help the republicans. If that is not 
the case, appearances certainly very 
deceiving. The nominees are all inclined 
to the gold side of the money question, 
and everything possible is being done to 
discourage the 104,000 voters who were true 
to their party in 1896. 

It is unnecessary to particularize. The 
fact is, however, that so consistently have 
the men who are running for congress on 
the democratic ticket repelled all efforts 
of the committee, and democrats generally, 
to do anythine in their behalf, that there 
is a pretty general disgust at the Maryland 
situation.

There were occasional complaints of de- 
fects in clothing or a request for a greater 
variety of food, but in no instance has a 
spirit of fault finding been developed 
among this class of witnesses. In some. 
cases a deficiency of supplie§ at the be- 
ginning of the camp's history was shown, 
and there has been more or less of tainted 
meat received by the men, but it was 
agreed by all the witnesses that the first 
condition was due to the congestion at 
Tampa and the latter to the climate. 

General McCook and Colonel Saxton re- 
turned today from their investigation of 
conditions at Tampa. They found that 
the congestion which occurred at that point 
at the beginning of the war was due to 
the fact that cars were shipped from all 
over the country without being labeled and 
without forwarding bills of lauding. 

General J. Wilson and Captain 
constituting the sub-committee appointed 
to visit and report upon the conditions of 
the camps at Fernandina, made their re- 
port to the full commission today. The 
following is the impurt of the document: 

Your committee has the honor to re- 

port that in its opinion the camp was 
well selected; that probably the site 
Was equa] in all respects to any Uthat 
could mave been found on the Florida 
cOust; that from the information ob- 
tained and what was seen it was far 
from being a tropical jungle and that 
the certificate of the county clerk in- 
dicates that no government official was 
interested in the Jand; that the amount 
Of work done in clearing the -under 
brush was no greater than might have 
been expected at aimost any localitv 
in the south selected for camping pur- 
poses; that the site was well drained, 
the water for drinking and cooking pur- 
poses good and the bathing facilities at 
tne sea beach excellent. 

The commission heard several profes: 
siona] female nurses at the forenoon ges- 
sion, including Miss Copeland, chief nurse 
at the Third division hospital; Miss Rob- 
ins, head nurse at the First division: hos- 
pital; Miss Hubbard, thead nurse at the 
Second division hospital, and Misses 
Walker and Waters, ward nurses. 

Female Nurses Are Heard. 

Miss Copeland spoke in commendation of 
the conduct of the hospitals and said that 
the nurses were well treated and apparent- 
ly much respected. She said the nurses 
had their own tent quarters, where there 
was the privacy demanded by their six. 

Miss Copeland said that when the nurses 
first eame to the camp there was only one 
nurse to each forty or sixty patients, but 
this condition had steadily improved. There 
was also in the beginning some scarcity of 
appliances for the sick, such as hot water 
botties, which, whiiile not necessary, Were 
often a comfort. She spoke of some nurses 
who had made complaints, but they. were 
of the kind of persons who are never satis- 
fled with any situation. One- Philadeipnia 
nurse had made severe criticisms, but she 
was of the kind who would leave a patient 
to whom she had just given a hath to at- 
tend to some other errand before drying 
him. 

Major James E. Pilcher, of the regular 
army, depot surgeon for the Seventh army 
corps, said that since the early days of 
the camp there had been no difficulty in 
securing an abundance uf medical supplits 
and that they were much more pientifu: 
and of greater variety than was usual in 
the regular army. In the first history of 
the camp supplies were ordered from Tani- 
pa, and it was difficult, some times im- 
possible, to secure them. He thought the 
medical staff here was efficient as physi- 
cians, but they were without admin.stra- 
tive ability. Many of them knew nothing 
of formulating requisitions and were not 
disposed to learn. He thought that if the 
physicians had understood this line of their 
business they need not have called upon 
the relief associations to such an extent. 

Dr. Connor pressed Dr. Pilcher closely 
on this point, saying to him that the ceoun- 
try was full of the report that the medical 
department of the government was not 
capable of meeting the demands made upon 
it, and but for the aid of such relief so-. 
cieties a&B the Red Cross there would have 
been actual suffering. To this Dr. Pilcher 
replied that such was not the case, and he 
maintained the efficiency of the govern-

Captain Swatek 
replied that he had eaten the same food 
given the men and that it was satisfactory 
to him. He said, however, that he did not 
ordinarily inspect the meats of the men. 

Sergeant A. F. Lorenzon, of the same 
company, admitted that there was some 
complaint among the men, but he thought 
the te were due to the fact that 
the men were ho 

Colonel Taylor, of the Fourth Virginia 
regiment, was the witness before the war 
investigation committee at the afternoon 
session today. He said he had no com- 
plaint whatever to make concerning any 
department of the government and that he 
knew of no cases of wilful neglect. He 
spoke of some printed criticism of the reg- 
iment made by a man named Nedlinger as 
: t misrepresentations, saying there 
Was no foundation for them, and that the 
author of the charges was irresponsible. 
Colonel Taylor said that many of the 
newspaper reports of hardships were due 
to the fact that the men who went home 
were in search of some sympathy, which 
had caused them to circulate reparts which 
were exaggerated. : 

Lieutenant Morrow, acting commissary 
of the Third Nebraska, Colone!| Bryan's 
regiment, testified to the generally good 
character of the commissary supplies. He 
mentioned one or ‘two instances when poor 
bacon thad been received, and said there 
were occasiona] complaints from the men, 
though not of a serious character. He 
through the troops ought to have more 
canned vegetables for warm climates. 

Colonel W. J. Bryan was next calked. He 
asked to be excused from testifying, re- 
questing that his lieutenant colonel be ex- 
amined in his stead. 

“You will, I have no doubt, understand 
my reasons for the request,”’ he said. 

“I think the request very proper and 
reasonable,”’ responded Governor Beaver, 
and as the entire commission assented to 
this concession, Colonel Bryan was ex- 
cused with ¢he request to send up his lieu- 
tenant colonel. 

Complaints Were Trivial. 

Colonel W. T. Durbin, of the One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-first Indiana, said there 
were few complaints from thhis men and that 
they were generally trivial. He spoke es- 
pecially of the grounds of the Third di- 
vision especially, saying that chey had for 
a time been very poorly kept. There had, 
however, been a vast improvement since 
Dr. Clendennin had succeeded Dr. Jesurum, 
of the Rough Riders. Daily complaint had 
been made by him, but it had apparently 
gone unheeded. Colonel Durbin also said 
there had been one or two complaints of 
neglect of his men at chis hospital, and 
that one of these complaints was to the 
effect that men who had been sent to the 
hospital on Tuesday last ‘had had no medi- 
cal attention up to the following day. He 
had called attention to the condition of 
affairs and the surgeon in charge of the 
war department had said that he had 
visited the men, but the patient possibly 
did not know the was a physician, 

Colonel Letcher Hardin, of the Sixth Mis- 
souri, also complained that the grounds of 
the Third division hospital had not been 
well kept. He said they were bad under 
Dr. Vaughn, better under Dr. Jesunum and 
still much better under Dr. Cilendennin. 
He thought the army ration should con- 
tain more vegetables and jess meat. 

Dr. Alexander Kent, pastor of the Peo- 
pie’s church at Washington and field agent 
at Jacksonville for the Red Cross, was 
questioned concerning the operations of the 
Red Cross at this point. He said he had 
been received very cordially by the army 
surgeons and the had co-operated with 
them. He had noticed the absence of sheets 
and pillow cases at the Second division 
hospital in its early history. This was in 
midsummer and many men lay uncovered 
becaaise it was too hot to use their blankets. 
He had supplied the deficiency and the sup- 
ply thad been thoroughly appreciated by the 
doctors. There was also at ¢hat time a 
shortage of hospital tents and of food suit- 
able to typhoid fever patients. He had un- 
dertaken to supply the necessary delicacies 
and had distributed «wo carloads of them. 

“It seemed,” he said, ‘‘as if the hospital 
was arranged upon a smaller scale than 
was demanded, and as a consequence there 
was a constant demand upon the Red Cross 

-to supply the deficiency.” 

Dr. Kent said ne had heard many com- 
plaints concerning misconduct at the hos- 
pitals and many of them were apparently 
well vouched for, but they had not general- 
ly proved well founded when investigated. 
Replying to a question, he said the thought 
it had been very difficult to get medical 
men of sufficient administrative ability to 
manage such institutions as the division 
hospital. Before the female nurses were 
secured the nurses, who were men of the 
hospital corps, were not capable. They 
were intelligent as a class, and while some 
of them were doggedly faithful, they failed 
to meet the requirements. They did not, 
for instance, seem to regard it as of con- 
sequence if flies were crawling in and out 
of a sick man’s mouth with impunity, and 
he had seen as many as six cases of this 
kind at one time. Since the trained nurses 
had been secured, the sick were better 
cared for than at home. He thought the 
government should send cows to Cuba in 
advance of the army in order to supply 
fever patients with milk. 

Afraid To Make Demands. 

The witness said he thought the principal 
reason for the failure of the surgeons to 
make requisitions upon the government for 
supplies was found in their fear of making 
demands that would not be sanctioned. He 
said the contributions of his society were 
generally solicited and not volunteered by 
him. The gociety had paid for all the milk 
and all the ice used at the hospitals up to 
the ist of September. The society had also 
supplied a great many rubber sheets, ther- 
mometers, ice bags, hot water bags, syr- 
inges and so forth Since the allowance of 
the 60 cents a day commutation, however, 
there had been a great improvement and he 
thought the hospitals were now in the way 
to be better cared for. 

Ww. W. Kirksey, of Texas, a hospital stew- 
ard, was questioned covering the manage- 
ment of the case of Charles Beraud, Jr,, 
of the Louisiana troops, for which the hos- 
pital management has been severely crit- 
icised. He said he had the care of this case, 
dhat everything possible had been done for 
the man and that the father of thé man 
had thanked him for his care of his son, 

Lieutenant Colonel Vifquain, a veteran of 
the civil war, and a graduate of the milita- 
ry gechoo] of Brussels. of the Third Ne 

braska, said the regiment was excellently 
equipped except that the tentage was poor. 
He also said the quality of clothing was 
bad. The pork had also been wormy at 
times and the beef tainted, but these had 
been ex . He thought the clothing 
better than in the civil war, but the ra- 
tions were not so good as then. He aiso

OF NAYAL BATTLE 


Washington Officials Take No Stock in 
the Spanish Report. 


NOTHING HEARD FROM DEWEY 


| Seizure of Steamer Abbey a Month 
Ago May Have Led to Story. 


WAS STARTED FOR EFFECT ONLY 


War and Navy Departments Feel Cer- 
tain That Information Would 
Have Come Officially. 


Washington, October 20.—The sensational 
Spanish: report of a naval battle between 
’ Admiral Dewey's vessels and the insur- 
gent navy in the Philippines is received 
with absolute incredulity in both the navy 
and war departments. If there has been 
any recent action Admiral Dewey has fail- 
ed ¢<o mention it, and neither General Otis 
nor United States Consul Wildman has 
regarded it as worthy of notice. 

It is believed at the navy department 
that the Spanish authorities refer to the 
seizure of the little steamer Abbey by the 
McCulloch on September 23d last. 

The steamer was of American register, 
though formerly known as the Pasig.. It 
was reported to Admiral Dewey that she 
was bringing arms and supplies of war to 
the insurgents. He sent the McCulloch to 
stop this movement, but when the cutter 
found the Abbey tn Batanzas bay the latter 
vessel had landed her cargo of arms and 
the insurgents refused to give them up. 
Thereupon the Abbey was seized and taken 
by the McCulloch to Manila. This affair 
could not be dignified with the name of 
naval engagement, and Admiral Dewey, in 
reporting the seizure to the navy depart- 
ment, made-little of it. It is just possible 
that there have been some incidents not 
deemed worthy of report in the islands of 
Cebu or Panay, as it has been reported 
that some Yrsurgent vessels have been 
carrying arms to spread the insurrection 
to those islands and Dewey would have re- 
pressed them. But the reports to the navy 
department show that it is absurd to 
speak of an insurgent navy seriously, for 
the entire force consists of a few schooners 
and one or two little coasting steamers, 
all put together not being a match for the 
least of the vessels under Dewey’s com- 
mand. The explanation of the admiral’s 
interference with these vessels in their op- 
erations is a desire on his part to main- 
tain the status quo in the Philippines pend- 


ing the conclusion of the peace commis- 
sioners’ work in Paris, It is said chat it 
is not surprising that the Spanish cabinet 
is trying to make much of any incident 
that can be twisted into a demonstration 
of actual hostilities between the occupy- 
ing American forces in the Philippines and 
the insurgents, for that would make to 
sustain the contention they are sure to 
put forward when the Philippines come un- 
der consideration before the Paris commis- 
sion ¢hat the United States forces never 
have been able to take possession of and 
hold territory outside of Manila proper. 
Under the rules of international law, 
such a point would be enfitled to serious 
consideration in determining What dispo- 
sition should be made of the territory, 


MESSAGE COMES FROM OTIS. 


General Says Filipinos’ Hostility to 
Spain Is Growing Daily. 
Washington, October 20.—The war depart- 
ment today posted the following bulletin: 
“Under date of yesterday General Otis 
cabled the war department that the ‘situa- 
tion in Luzon somewhat improved. iIn- 
fluence of Filipinos of education and prop- 
erty not desiring independent government, 
but hostile to Spain gaining ascendancy in 
revolutionary councils. Promis:ng nothing, 
but enforcing the law. Complications seri- 
ously affect inter-island commerce and di- 
minish revenue. Affairs progress ng favor- 
ably though sick report increasing, owing 
mostly to carelessness of enlisted ren. 
Health of officers good. Condition of city 
and facilit.es for quartering troops improv- 
ing. Fever increasing. Intestinal troubles 
about the same. Many slight ailments, 
smallpox apparently arrested. During the 
month twenty-eight deaths, 8 smallpox, 8 
typhoid fever, 5 malarial and intestinal 

complaints, 3 accidental.’ 

“General Otis cables considerable more 
than the above, but the department does 
not deem it advisable to make the other 
portions of the dispatch public because of 
its bearing upon the peace negotiations. It 
containg suggestions made by Genera] Otis 
regarding the disposition of the Philippines 
and also information about the insurgents.’; 


GERMANY’S APPLE CROP SHORT. 


No Cider Will Be Made Outside of 


Wurtemburg This Year. 

Washington, October 2.—Germany is 
about to have an apple crop smalier in 
quantity and poorer in quality than has 
been gathered in recent years, according to 
United States Consul General Frank Ma- 
son, at Frankfort. 

Cider alppleg this year command three 
times the usual price. and no cider will 
be made outside of Wurtemburg. Even 
cooking apples of an inferior grade are 
now seliing in Frankfort for 8 to 9 cents a 
pound, 

This deficiency is said to extend more or 
less generally to France, the Tyrol, Bo- 
hemia and northern Italy, so the conditions 
favor a large importation of American ap- 
ples, though whether this will be practi- 
cable or not will depend upon, first, the 
supply in the United States, and second, 
the spirit in which the German officials 
enforce the inspection .aw. 

Mr. Mason believes in view of the uncer- 
tainty of the trade that the future de- 
velopment will be more in the direction of 
drie@ and preserved fruits than fresh fruits 
imported from the United States. 


DENIES SEAMAN’S STATEMENT. 


General Brooke Wires Department 
Touching the Surgeon. 
Washington, October 20.—The war de- 
partment tonight made public the following 
delayed cablegram from Major General 
Brooke at Ponce, regarding the charges

According to the French papers, there were important naval experiments, 
at Toulon last evening. A flotilla of torpedo boats were detailed to make 
an endeavor to force the entrance of the harbor and the whole garrison 
was called to arms and the forts and batteries were manned, ready for 
instant action. The result of the experiments has not been made public, 

Vice Admiral Barrera presided yesterday at a’secret council of war at 
Brest, in which the chiefs of the maritime forces took part. Confidential 
orders were subsequently issued to the garrison.

CHINESE REBELS BEHEADED. 


Eight Leaders Are Decapitated in Pres- 
ence of Large Crowd. 

Vancouver, B. C., October 20.—Accord- 
ing to the latest advices by mail from 
China eight subordinate leaders of the 
Kwangski rebellion have been beheaded at 
Wuchow. They were carried 1 nbaskets 
through the principal streets as a warn- 
ing spectacle, amidst the laughter and jeers 
of men, women and children. 

Ten thousand people witnessed the decap- 
itation and made it a gala day. Little 
children copied their parents, who joked at 
the dying rebels a second béfore the ax 
fell. When all was over the children played 
among the headless bleeding corpses and 
made sport with the black, disfigured 
heads. 

Mandarins and headsmen improvised a 
sort of Maypole and the heads of the rebels 
were placed on top in tiers, the children 
dancing around them. The governor ad- 
vised the mandarins to make the beheading 
as festive as possible, so as to inspire 
disgust for the rebels in the hearts of the 
people. A banquet was afterwards held.

FUNERAL OF HON. JOHN JONES. 


Particulars of the Accident That 
Caused His Death. 
Waynesboro, Ga., October 20.—(Special.)— 
The funeral of Colonel. John J. Jones was 

preached here today by Bishop Candler. 

Burke county .mourns the }oss of one of 
her oldest and noblest sons. Colonel Jones 
has practiced law in Waynesboro over 
fifty years. He has been a’steward in the 
Methodist church forty-eight years. He has 
for many years been a trustee for Oxford 
college. He was a congressman in 1861. He 
has been chairman of the board of county 
commissioners since 1879 and a democrat 
whose loyalty has been nothing less than 
Thomas Jefferson's. 

The many important and interesting in- 
cidents in his Hife which the people of this 
county are proud of are too numerous to 
mention. Hardly a citizen in the county 
fails to keenly feel something more than a 
personal loss in his death. Although Colonel 
Jones was seventy-four years old, he was 
able to attend personally to a large law 
practice. He read the finest print without 


the aid of glasses and walked from his 


home to his office, a distance of a. mile, 
twice a day. 

He left Waynesboro last Monday to at- 
tend the fall term of Emanuel superior 
court. On Tuesday evening he was sitting 
on the hotel porch at Swainesboro talk- 
ing to some friends and just before supper 
Started to take a walk, and being unac- 
customed to the hotel’s exit stepped off 
the porch, a distance of about three feet, 
falling heavily on his face. He didn’t real- 
ize that he was hurt until after he entered 
the dining room, when he began to feel 
weak and went to bed. He telegraphed his 
wife that he was ‘sick, but not seriously. 
Mrs. Jones went immediately to Swaines- 
boro, where she found him in a very hope- 
ful condition apparently, but soon after 
he began to get worse and Wednesday 
mornimg about 6 o'’clock a hemorrhage 
from his lungs ended his sufferings.

Contest of Will of an Eccentric Old 
Man Who Died in Berrien County. 


WAS ANGRY WITH BROTHERS 


Decided That They Should Not Inherit 
His Property. 


A GAY PARTY AT SIGNING OF THE WILL 


Plenty of Liquor for Witnesses To 
Drink—Signatures Affixed Wiifle 
Old Man Was Absent. 


Tifton, Ga., October 20.—(Special.)—An in- 
teresting case was decided at the last ses- 
sion of Berrien superior court. One of the 
first turpentine operators to come to this 
section from North Carolina was Uncle 
Wiley Clements, as he was familiarly 
known, who put up the first distillery in 
Worth county, about 1874. 

The old man was a peculiar character 
and lived almost entirely alone, except a 
negro servant or an occasional white labor- 
er. He could never agree with either of 
his two brothers and said repeatedly that 
neither should spend his money, declaring 


his intention to leave his property to his. 


nephew, son of an only -sister, in North 
Carolina. 

In 1889 he decided to make his will and 
sumimoned in a few friends, one a good 
penman, to assist him. The will was drawn 
and signed and the old man, trusting no 
one near him, placed it in the hands of 
a neighbor, an honest farmer, to keep un- 
til his death. In 1syl, during the month of 
January, the oid man breathed his last, 
amid filth and squalor, with no tender hand 
to minister to his last bequest and no 
friends to soothe his last hours of pain. 
With thousands of dollars piled loose in his 
locked trunk, yet he could not purchase 
the sympathy of friends or the consolation 
of religion, 

But as soon as it was known that the old 
man was dead his relatives came in. The 
will leaving his property to his North Caro- 
lina nephew was contested and a seven 
years’ Jitigation ensued, a trial being reach- 
ed at this session of court. 

There were three grounds of contest. 
One was that the old man’s mind was 
unsound; another that he and the witnesses 
were all intoxicated, and still another that 
the document was not’ witnessed in the 
presence of a testator. 

The will, when produced, was an object 
of interest. Although conveying property 
worth at least $10,000, it was written on 
the leaf of an old account book and was 
dictated by the old man himself. Its lan- 
guage was simple and to the point and the 
utmost exertions of opposing counsel failed 
to find a flaw in it.

Mr. Ben Milikin, of Jesup, the leading 
populist of this section, was in ‘the city 
yesterday and it was supposed that he 
came here to consult with the republican 
leaders about the future of the fusion cam- 
paign.

It is understood here that 
Colonel Wilkinson will open his campaign 
again this week, but it has not been stated 

yet where he will begin. 

Congressman Brantley will speak to a 
meeting of democrats at Hahira, in this 
county, on October 28th, and a big rally wili 
be held here on Saturday before the elec- 
tion. Hion. Fleming duBignon and Senator 
Steve Clay are expected to be the principal 
speakers at the raliy in November and a 
great crowd of democrats will be here to 
hear them. The democratic leaders here. 
are working to give Mr. Brantley a larger 
majority in November than the state ticket 
received this month, and they will proba- 
bly do so.

Colonel Robert Ousley, who goes to the 
legislature from this county, is one of the 
best men here, and it is expected that he 
will take a high place in the legislative 
body.

Tax Reform in Georgia. 

The annual report of Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright is full of interest for the 
people of Georgia. , 

It ig through the department of the 
comptroller general that we learn of the 
business condition of the state. From it 
We learn that the receipts of 1898 from 
all gources amounted to $3,121,206.57, 
and that the payments by the treasurer 
for the year were $3,443,448. While the 
tax rate for the year is higher than 
ever before, the.property upon which 
it has to be collected is $52,000,000 less 
than it was in 1892. 

Comptroller General Wright in his 
Teport proceeds to a discussion of the 
causes of this falling off in valuation, 
and comes to the conclusion that a large 
part of it is due to hidden property. In 
view of this he urges some measure of 
tax reform by which assessments may 
reach all the property of the state, and 
thug the burden will become equalized. 
For this purpose some sort of board of 
equalization or a commission would have 
to be established, whose duty it would 
be to make assessment of property in- 
stead of the present method of every 
man giving in his own valuation, and 
to this would be added the duty of 
ferreting out the existence of the hid- 
den property alluded to. 

It seéms to us that while there is 
truth in all that Comptroller General 
Wright has presented, there are ad- 
ditional facts which should be brought 
into the discussion. Jor instance, it 
will be seen that while the value of 
property has largely decreased since 
1892, thus lessening. the ability of the 
people to pay taxes, the salaries pald to 
officials and the fees which have been 
collected have remained at the same old 
figure. The man who pays the taxes is 
compelled to hustle around and make 
endg meet in the face of disaster, storm, 
ruined markets, and desolation brought 
around by legislative incompetency; but 
the officer never relinquishes his grasp 
upon a dollar of the salary which has 
been once yoted to him. It will also be 
noticed that much of the property said 
to be hidden is necessarily in the large 
cities, being property of a commercial 
character. As a partial explanation 
of why so much property is hidden, 
rather than attributing it to the dis- 
honesty of taxpayers, might it not be 
due to the desperation of these taxpay- 
ers who, in addition to the burdensome 
taxes, higher than ever, imposed by the 
state, have to meet municipal exactions 
fully as oneroys? The fact is that com- 
bined state and county and city taxation 
has almost reached the full limit of the 
legitimate interest which the property 
can @arn on investment, leaving not a 
single cent to the unfortunate owner. Let 
a canvass be made of the cities of Geor- 
gia, comparing the municipal require- 
ments of 1870 with those of 1898, and it 
will be found that though cotton has in 
this year fallen fully two-thirds below 
the price of the former vear, the 
salaries of public officers and employees 
and other similar expenses are as high 
as ever. 

One of the main issues upon which 
the late campaign was conducted was 
a reduction of taxation. Georgia's abil- 
ity to pay taxes is limited by the profit 
she makes from her cotton crop. It is 
unreasonable to ask a people to pay 
the same price on a reduced business 
which they did previously on a business 
much larger. In dealing with the ques- 
tion of taxation, the local end of the 
question should not be forgotten. If the 
state ‘had reduced its expenses to the 
bone, have the counties done so also? If 
the counties have been similarly cutting, 
have the cities and towns taken up the 
hatchet to chop off needless expenses 
and cumbersome salaries, which are en- 
tirely out of keeping with the commer- 
cial condition of the times? 

These remarks are simply intended 
to widen the scope of discussion opened 
up by the comptroller general. When 
we see hundreds and thousands of people 
forced to hide their property, it will not 
do to jump to the conclusion that they 
are dishonest. There must be other 
and impelling reasons, and these rea- 
e00gs must be fully met and discussed. 


Why Chauncey Howls. 


As a calamity howler, Hon. Chauncey 


Depew, personal representative of the 
Vanderbilts and great leader in the par- 
ty of the plutocrats, is a brilliant and 
glittering light. 

There Was a time when the man who 
suggested the possibility of bad re- 
‘sults from the election of McKinley 
was cried down as a calamity howler 


and every effort was made to prove him 
an enemy of his country. The man 
who dared hint that there was a possi- 
bility of bad times after the nomination 
of McKinley, and cerainly after the 
election of the republican candidate, 
was branded as unworthy of any con- 
sideration, was pointed to as a thing to 
shun. The man who did not see pros- 
perity in every ray of sunshine was de- 
clared one of thé blind who would not 
see. The republican party was hailed 
the specially ordained representative 
of the optimism that could see nothing 
but prosperity and all pessimists were 
branded as social lepers. 

Nobody was quite so strong in his 
pictures of the beauties of optimism as 
this eloquent republican orator, with 
his $50,000 salary from the Vanderbilts. 
He did not see how the world could be 
anything but roseate. For the man 
who suggested that there was a possi- 
bility of things being wrong, he had 
supreme contempt. 

And now, what do we see? Here comes 
the gallant Chauncey howling calamity 
at the top of his voice, and he has a 
good, strong voice with which to howl 
it. He cries out that republican defeat 
would put things back to where they 
were before this wonderful wave of Mc- 
Kinley prosperity struck the country; 
that it would tie up money; that labor 
would be idle; that we would have to 
fight Spain over again. 

Chauncey is evidently scared. He 
and the men he works for are mortal- 
ly afraid lest something may occur to 
offset their suecessful efforts to con- 
tract the currency and beat down prices. 
They are afraid that, with a change 
in the complexion of the house, they 
will be unable to force through the in- 
iquitous currency bill which was to be 
the return for their heavy campaign 
contributions. 

That explains this lapse into calamity 
howling. Chauncey realizes that the tide 
is setting against the republicans, and 
he fears that iif the democrats succeed 
in getting control of the house they 
will be in a splendid position for the 
campaign of 1900, and they see in that 
possibility the end of their cherished 
hopes for further currency contraction.

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An Honored Georgian. 

The last member of the Georgia dele 
gation which withdrew from the United 
States congress upon the passage of 
the ordinance of secession has passed 
from the scene of life in the death of 
Colonel J. J. Jones, of Burke county. 

Colonel Jones belonged to that high 
type Of manhood which was so notable 
in ante-bellum days. Born to a good 
family name, yet it did not absolve him 
from the hard work which it took to 
win a place as a leader of his fellows, 
and to become a legislative giant both 
in state and nation. Without giving up 
his rural attachments, preferring to 
live in the heart of the people, whenever 
he visited one of the commercial cen- 
ters of the state he was looked upon 
as a representative of the great soul of 
Georgia. The familiar figure of Jinks 
Jones in political conventions and in 
other public gatherings where the inter- 
ests of Georgia were at stake, always 
attracted the attention of those who 
knew him. 

Amid all of the engrossing cares of 
business and public life, Colonel Jones 
found time to devote to the welfare of 
the public. As one of the pillars of 
Emory college, he was a firm and con- 
sistent friend of liberal education. This 
interest he kept up to the very last. 


Gianting of City Franchises. 

The action of the city council upon 
the granting of franchises to the con- 
flicting street ¢ar’ companies is one 
which must commend itself to the ap- 
proval of all the people. 

When Atlanta granted her first fran- 
chiges to street car companies, the im- 
pression seemed to prevail that capital- 
ists were doing the city a favor by 
coming here at all, which was something 
akin to thinking that capital was bent 
on a charitable mission. The truth has 
at last dawned upon the people that 
when capital seeks investment it is 
moved by the sense of gain, and not at 
all by a sense of charity or accommo- 
dation. Therefore, when a city has 
franchises to. bestow, they should be 
given out, not in the interest of invest- 
ors, but of all the people. This can be 
done while offering sufficient induce- 
ments to those who are seeking to do 
business in our midst. 

The decision arrived at by the city 
council is one which insures to the peo- 
ple the full benefit of competition. If 
it did not pay to build a street rail- 
road, it may be depended on that cap- 
italists would not invest their money 
therein. The fact that they stand 
ready to invest their money in such en- 
terprises, and that there igs _ri- 
valry for the possession of territory, 
shows that the franchises sought are 
really valuable, and it is the duty of 
the city council, while giving full play 
to this competition, to see to it that the 
interests of the people are safeguarded 
at every point. 

This the city council has done, and 
the people will applaud its members for 
their courage in approaching a difficult 
task which so much firmness and con- 
sideration for the interests of their con- 
stituents. 
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« The Fashoda Complication. 

For the first time in eighty years, 
as observed by Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, there is danger of a conflict be- 
tween Great Britain and France. 

During this long period, covering al- 
most three generations of active life, the 
peace which hag existed between these 
two countries has given rise to the be- 
lief that they were natural allies. This 
was in face of the fact that for a thous- 
and years preceding the condition of af- 
fairs between England and France had 
been One Of continual strife. When 
France met defeat upon the field of 
Waterloo, she had to accept conditions 
imposed by England. To this was add- 
ed the gsubserviency of the Bourbon 
princes and their friends to English 
power, which had'restored them to the 
position from which they had been ex- 
pelled by the common people. It may 
be imagined, therefore, that the atti- 
tude of France, from the peace of 1815 
until the son of Hortense became pres- 
ident, was not one which could be credit- 
able to the nation, nor gratifying to its 
people. With the flight of the Bour- 
bons before the latest Napoleon, that 
era of subserviency passed away, only 
to be succeeded by another quite as 
galling to the true lover of his country. 
The third Napoleon was as anxious for 
royal recognition as his Bourbon prede- 
cessors had been subservient for the 
crumbs which had been thrown to 
them. He, therefore, courted the friend- 
ship of Queen Victoria and her govern- 


| ment, bending all the energies of his 
reign to a peace which wag but a bid 
for his own recognition to royal birth. 
In the defeat which broke his power 
and established German supremacy, Na- 
poleon passed from view only to be suc- 
ceeded by a republic Which, for nearly 
thirty years, has been girding its loins 
for the renewal of the struggle with 
Germany, when the scene enacted in 
Versailles in 1870 might be repeated 
with different personnel in Berlin. 

It will thus be seen that the peace 
of eighty years which has existed be- 
tween England and France does not por- 
tend an end of that rivalry which for 
all time has marked the administration 
of both nations. It was simply a truce 
—a truce of dishonor under the Bour- 
bons; a truce of expediency under Na- 
poleon, and a truce of necessity under 
the republic. Whether the Fashoda {n- 
cident wil] really result in war or not, 
remains to be seén, but one thing is 
certain, and that is that the French 
have about made up their minds to be 
themselves hereafter, and to escape from 
a condition which, since Waterloo, has 
held them in a position of servility. 

A war with England might possibly 
be pleasing to the German government, 
which would much prefer that Fréfich 
ambition Ahould be satisfied by an ad- 
vance to some other capital than Ber- 
lin. It might pave the way for a peace 
between the two: nations by which 
Germany would become the friend, and 
England the enemy. Whatever hap- 
pens, the history of the next few years 
is bound to be significant and full of in- 
terest. 
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The Late Judge Marshall J. Clarke. 

In the death of Hon. Marshall J. 
Clarke, a bright ornament has been 
lost to the bar of Atlanta. 

It is but seldom that a man devoted 
to the scholarly and quiet walks. of 
life has been able to so endear himself 
that upon his death the community at 
large awakes to the fact that a strong 
man has fallen. Quiet, slow of speech, 
firm in decision, Marshall J. Clarke 
was a man whose infegrity was beyond 
question and whose nobility of purpose 
Was apparent to all that knew him. In 
hig chosen profession of the law he car- 
ried on litigation with due observance 
of all the ethics which elevate it to one 
of the learned professions, and he never 
stooped to doubtful means either in the 
quoting of the law, or in his appeals to 
the jury. His career was eminently 
clean from intrigue and fruitful of the 
lesson that a life of integrity is the best 
fortune a man can have. 

Passing from thé bar to the bench, 
his calm judicial temperament made 
him an excellent presiding officer, one 
who held the scales of justice with ex- 
act precision and against the judgment 
of whose decision no voice was ever ut- 
tered. In his private relations of 


neighbor and friend, Judge Clarke was 
held in the highest esteem, being pure 
in speech, devoid of the arts of flattery 
and sincere in hig attachments. Such a 
man is a loss to any community at any 
time, and Atlanta sincerely mourns the 
departure of one whose fname was a 
synonym for honor and integrity.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


President Lyman Hall, of the Georgia 
School of Technology, recently addressed 
the Georgia Teachers’ Association at In- 
dian Spring on the subject of manual 
training in a state course of study for the 
common schools. This address was replete 
with practical ideas and suggestions and 
one cannot read it without realizing that 
we have the proper man at the head of 
the Georgia School of Technology. Presi- 
dent Hall keeps in touch with the times. 
He is convinced of the fact, not only from 
self-interest, but from broad observation, 
that the progress of the age demands the 
development of the dormant mechanical 
genius of the American youth and that 
education in this direction ought to begin 
in the common schools of the state. We 
take the liberty of quoting the following 
brief extract from President Hall’s ad- 
dress: ‘‘There is one false idea prevalent 
as to manual] training. We are apt to 
think that unless our boys show marked 
talent for constructing toys, bridges, ma- 
chines, etc., he will never succeed in me- 
chanical lines. There was never a greater 
mistake. Nothing grows in nature till the 
surroundings are adequate. The geed lies 
inactive for years til] the chemical condi- 
tions arise to cause the bursting forth of 
the life principle. We do not wait for our 
son to produce a finished piece of rhetoric 
before giving him the advantages of ele- 
mentary training in the rudiments of lan- 
guage. Likewise we should not wait for 
him to buikd an engine before concluding 
that he may have talent along mechanical 
lines. The force of this principle is strik- 
ingly ilbustrated by a remark often made 
by an eminent divine of Georgia, to the 
effect that his father spolled a good me- 
chanic to make a poor preacher. We can- 
not introduce manual training too early. 
When a child is taught that to work with 
the hands is ennobling, he advances nv 
false notions of revponsibility. The youth 
who is brought up to look down on manual 
labor as beneath him will find it hard to 
get a foothold when his struggle for exist- 
ence begins. He may be forced to work. 
Then his task, far from being ennobling 
and exciting the ambitions of his intelli- 
gence, will be that of the daily laborer 
whose only qualification would render him 
competent to officiate at one em of a 
street car. Twenty years ago Toledo, O., 
adopted manual training schools. Her 
chief business at that time was the ex- 
portation of dairy and farm ‘products. 
Now that business is unheard of. Her 
manufactures of almost every description 
are known all over the civilized world. Her 
boys of twenty years ago are now the 
owners of those vast industries and many 
of them write six ciphers opposite their 
bank accounts. The technical training in 
the schools of Toledo has made these men 
and their manufactures take the first rank 
in this country and in Europe.”’ President 
Hall is doing good work in behalf of the 
cause of Manual and mechanica] education 
in Georgia an@ the addition of the textile 
department to the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology is chiefly the result of his tireless 
efforts. That institution was never in bet- 
ter hands or under more thorough man- 
agement than it is at present.

Legislators who are watching the drift 
of current events see clearly that the time 
is not far distant when Georgia's entire 
tax system is to undergo a change, and 
those who read the review of Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright’s annual report to 
the legislature, printed in The Constitu- 
tion yesterday morning, appreciate the fact 
that tie change ma come sooner than ex- 
pected. Mr. Wright says: “The question 
of taxation vitally affects our people and 
demands and should receive the most care- 
ful and intelligent consideration at the 
hands,of the incoming legislature. It being 
made by law the @uty of the comptroller 
general to suggest in his annual report 
such improvements in the revenue laws as 
his experience and observation may deem 
wise, I would respectfully recommend a 
revision of our entire code of tax laws.”’ 

There could be no more sweepfng recom- 
mendation than this, and those who read 
the comptroller general's report through 
are not likely to disagree with him in his 
conclusions. His bold assertion yesterday 
that tax values in Georgia are not properly 
recorded created something of a sensation 
in political circles, although he has been 
trying year after year to impress the same 
thing on the legislature. This time he has 
used more emphatic Janguage. He gays: 

Many of our laws are conflicting, 

Vague and difficult: of construction, and 
almost impossible to harmonize one 
With the other. This igs not to be won- 
deréd at when it is remembered that 
they have been enacted from time to 
time without due consideration of pre- 
vious legislation affecting the same sub- 
ject matter. Georgia has grown to be a 
sreat commonwealth and much of her 
revenue system is old, imperfect and 
entirely unsuited to her changed condi- 
tions. One, if not the chief defect of 
Our system of taxation is the general 
inequality of taxable values, whereby 
One citizen is taxed higher than his 
neighbor, and one county is taxed on a 
different basis from the adjoining coun- 
ties. While there is no fairer or better 
method of taxation than the ad valorem 
system properly and justly executed, 
yet there is none more oppressive, un- 
just or unequal when loosely or imper- 
fectly administered. The most oabjec- 
tionable feature of our system and the 
one which produces the greatest ine- 
quality, is the law which requires tax 
payers to value their own preperty for 
taxation. We are all aware that equal- 
ity or uniformity in values cannot be 
attained when no two persons will 
agree as to the valuation of the same 
class of property, and, of course, it 
must be apparent that the wider the 
difference of opinion the greater the 
want of equality and uniformity in said 
values. This, of course, distr'butes the 
burdens of taxation unequally, and 
some system should be atlopted to cor- 
rect this evil. In addition to these ine- 
qualities in the assessments of our 
property which so universally obtain, I 
beg to call attention to a vet greater 
evil which is as general as the one just 
alluded to.. T refer te the return and 
assessment of such property as is term- 
ed persona! property. such as money, 
notes, accounts, stocks and bonds. 

The comptroller general points out that 
the main defect in our tax system is the 
failure of the legislature to enact some law 
which authorizes the state to assess valua- 
tion. He recites a long table of figures to 
show that Georgia’s taxable values have 
decreased from $463,753,534 in 1892 to $411,- 
813,911 in 1898, and that.in the same time 
the tax rate has increased from 4.85 to 6.21 
—the latter being the maximum limit fixed 
by the legislature. Every good 
knows that as the tax rate goes up the 
property owner returns his holdings at 
smaller figures, and that this condition of 
affairs is advertising Georgia under most 
disadvantageous circumstances to the 
world. It is a-case of inverse ratio, which 
every school child can understand. To 
continue the present system, argues the 
comptroller general, is to walk into a 
darkness that is too intense for any man’s 
eye to penetrate, 

In brief, he recommends that a tax com- 
mission be elected to discover the hidden 
property of the state and to put it on the 
digest. He says: ‘‘The large holders of in- 
visible property are as a rule persons of 
large wealth and better able tu contribute 
to the taxes of the state than farmers and 
small home owners in our cities and towns, 
and should not be allowed to escape taxa- 
tion. Alabama has but recently passed 
an act: providing for the appointment of 
tax commissioners for each county to 
remedy similar evils in that state, and my 
information is that millions of dollars have 
been listed for taxation that have been es- 
caping taxation, and this, too, without a 
dollar's expense to the state. , 1 would 
therefore suggest that a similar law be 
passed with such modification as may seem 
wise.”’ 

To show how unfair our present tax 
system is requires but he citation of a 
few sample returns. This year the total 
value of all stocks and bonds in the state 
that are returned for taxatlon is only 
$4,255,3044—a sum too ridiculous to need com- 
ment. The entire return for money, notes, 
accounts and obligations of all kinds is 
only $380,444,744—which Atlanta alone could 
for today. ‘The entire value of 
Georgia is put down at 
$18,993,393, including everything that could 
be included under that head. Many other 
similar items could be mentioned, and the 
comptroller general calls their attention to 
the legislature with this terse and timely 
cumment: 

“Il am confident that if all such property 
could be reacned and added to the tax di- 
gests ijt wou.d increase our state assess- 
ments $200,00U,000 and thus decrease uur tax 
levy 33 per cent, ail of which can be ac- 
cumplished by proper legislation without 
injustice to the hoiders of this class of 
property. I know that the universal . pro- 
test of our people against the constantly 
increasing tax levies 1s not because of our 
appropmations for the education of their 
chiidren, for they know that they get value 
received for the expenditure of every dol- 
lar of this money, nor On account of the 
liberal appropriations for pensions for the 
old and fast passing away veterans and 
widows of soldiers woo gave their lives for 
their country, not yet for the money ex- 
pended in sustaining our noble charities, 
for this ig but the discharge of a Chris- 
tian duty and is pleasing in the sight of 
God. 

‘‘Nor is it because there is any complaint 
that every dollar taken from the pockets 
of the people by taxation has not been 
honestly accounted for, because a commit- 
tes composed of five of the most intelligent 
conscientious and business men of the last 
legislature made a thorough investigation 
of the state’s expenditures and found but 
little to condemn. But these proteMgs are 
because of the high rate of taxation grow- 
ing out of this want of uniformity and 
equality in the distribution of the burdens 
7 taxation, and which should be correct- 
ed without delay. I have given mucna 
careful and patient study to ¢his question 
and believe that if fhe legislature will 
adopt my suggestions the evils alluded to 
can be corrected and most of the invisi- 
ble property of the state made to bear 
its just proportion of the taxes of the 
state, and thus relieve land and other 
real estate from the heavy and unjust 
assessments which ‘have been constantly 
increasing upon it to meet current ex- 
penses.”’ 

The comptroller general does not recom- 
mend in exact language any remedy for 


the evil he so clearly describes, but it is sig-

The net result 
has been that the burden of taxation has 
been Hfted from shoulders which should 
not be required to carry it and placed 
where it belonged, while the tax dodgers 
have been brought to book, Also the 
State thas not steadily decreased in value 
and the tax rate increased, as has been tne 
case in Georgia. 

Comptroller General Wright means busi- 
ness. To a representative of the Consti- 
tution, who called on him at his office in 
the capitol yesterday, he said: 

“I do not want to promise or to predict 
too much, but if the financial committees 
of the house and of the senate this jear 
will call at this office and go over the ma- 
ter with me I Know that We can prepare 
that will meet-with universal ap- 
proval. It will not oppress any man. nor 
will it do injustice to any man. Buc it will 
so reform our tax methods as to even up 
the obligations of all citizens to the state, 
and it is my sincerest hope that the present 
legislature will ‘consider the question, be- 
Cause it grows graver with every passing 
year. My report shows clearly, I hope, the 
present inconsistencies, and it suggests a 
way to remedy them. We want to increase 
the value of taxable properties because it 
is only in that way that we can decrease 
the tax rate.’’

for the legal questions which he was pre- 
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were present say that they believe there

Mrs. J. T. Clarke, of Americus, his sis- 
ter-in-law, was on a visit to the city and 
was at the Washington street residence 
when she _ received the news of Judge 
Clarke’s illnesa. She was sent for in a 
carriage and reached his side in a few 
moments after the shock had been re- 
ceived. 

Scenes at the Hua ie. 

The news of Judge Clarke’s filness quickly 
spread over the city and before he was 
removed from the courthouse many of his 
friends called to tender their services and 
express their sympathies to the féamily 

At the residence many friends were 
present and many and tender were the 
expressions that came from the lips of 
those who had known and loved Judge 
Clarke for many years. 

During the day the callers came in a 
continuous stream and several hundred 
paid the residence a visit. 

The announcement that came from Dr. 
Kendrick at noon was very unfavorable 
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paring to propound. And he fell in the 
courtroom where’ for years he had pre- 
sided over the superior court with dignity 
and grace, and where he had a reputation 


for justice™and deliberation which few 
have earned sOvwell, 

Judge Clarke Was regarded as one of 
the brainiest lawyéra_of the state, anj 
he easily ranked among—the® first in the 
south. He was conservative as a man, 
learned ag a lawyer and since early youth 
had been a consistent and consecrated 
member of the Baptist church. 

As a Christian, Judge Clarke was an 
active worker in his Master’s cause. He 
was one of the most energetic and active 
members of the Second Baptist dhfrch and 
devoted a large amount of his time to the 
Sunday school departments, working lab- 
oriously and unceasingly for the children. 
His work was a pleasure, for in it he put 
his heart and soul and ‘best efforts. 

A Victim of Bright’s Disease. 
Judge Marshall Clarke’s death was the 
result of Bright’s disease, with which he 
had suffered several months. 

The presence of the fatal malady was 
known to only three persons—Dr. Kendrick, 
Mrs. Logan and Judge Clarke himself, Ear- 
ly last spring Judge Clarke made applica- 
tion for life insurance and Dr. Kendrick 
made the medical examination, which 
showed the existence of the disease which 
brought about his death. 

Judge Clarke, with his usual] courage and 
fortitude, accepted his fate, but preferred 
to say nothing about his condition, which 
he knew would do himself no good and 
would only cause his friends and relatives 
alarm. Quietly® with resignation almost 
unparalleled, he went about his work, 
cheerful to all appearances, but knowing 
that day by day he was rapidly nearing 
the end. 

Paralysis is nothing unusual in these 
cases, and when Dr. Kendrick was inform- 
ed of Judge Clarke’s condition yesterday 
morning he knew at once the cause of the 
stroke and that the end was but a ques- 
tion of a very few hours. 

The Funeral Arraugements. 

Funeral arrangements have not as yet 
been completed, but it is probable that ser- 
vices will be conducted Saturday afternoon 
in the Second Baptist church, of which 
Judge Clarke was a member. The inter- 
ment will occur the same afternoon, 

Judge Clarke is survived by his sisters, 
Mrs. J. P. Logan and Miss Eugenia Clarke; 
his nieces, Mrs. J. D. Ray, Mrs. W. R. 
Hammond, Mrs. H. S$. Johnson and Mrs. 
Ficrence Ormond, and his nephew, Mr. W. 
T. Rawson. 
Sketch of Judge Clarke’s Life. 

Judge Marshall Johnson Clarke was a 
native of Georgia and was born in the town 
of Lumpkin, in Stewart county, June 27,- 
1839. 

His father, James Clarke, was a man of 
splendid legal attainments, 
planter, successful and widely known; He 
«ame into political prominence in the 
state in 180 as a member of the platform 
convention, in which he took an active and 
principal part. 

Judge Clarke was of English extraction, 
his ancestors on his father’s side coming 
to this country in early colonial days and 
were recognized wherever they settled as 
sturdy, we and highly intelligent 
people. 

The boyhood of Judge Clarke was spent 
in the county of Stewart, where he grew 
to manhood respected by all who knew 
him. In 1855 he connected himself with 
Mercer university, at Macon, Ga., where 
he finally received his degree with distinc- 
tion, after a course of hard and diligent 
study. Returning from college, Judge 
Clarke settled in his native town of Lump- 
kin, where he began the practice of law 


as well as a‘ 


under the direction of his father, who, | 
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however, had retired at that time from the : 
profession. d 
Decides To Practice Law. 

After the study of a few months under 
the advice of his father, he was admitted to 
the Georgia bar, but for a time his inclina- 
tions took another direction and he pre- 
ferred the life of teaching to the active 
and endless excitement of the courtroom. 

Judge Clarke's father moved to Atlanta 
in 1859 and his family came to this city to 
live. 

In order to prepare himself better for the 
profession of teaching, the young student 
determined to spend one year in charge of 
a select schoo] for boys, and afterwards 
to go to Europe to fit himself in the high- 
er branches of education. In January, 15#l, 
he took charge of a school in Harris coun- 
ty, but the south becoming involved in war, 
he returned to this city at the lapse of 
ten months for the purpose of completing 
his education abroad. 

Instead of taking his trip to Europe, 
however, he enlisted im the confederate 
army as a private in company H, Fifty- 
sixth Georgia regiment, but was after- 
wards attached to the staff of General Tom 
Taylor in the capacity of secretary. 

In 1863 his health was entirely broken 
down; being of frail constitution, the hard- 
ships of war easily placed him in the posi- 
tion of non-combatant, although greatly 
against his will and desire. After spend- 
ing some time in Atlanta with his family, 
he again entered the service, this time as 
member of the staff of General Ira Foster, 
then quartermaster of the state of Georgia. 
In this position Judge Clarke remained 
until the close of the war. 

Begins Active Practice. 

Upon the departure of General Sherman 
from the south Judge Clayke determined 
to devote his life to the practice of law, 
and with this idea, he opened an office for 
the purpose in the city of Macon in March, 
1866. By hard labor and careful attention 
to his clients, he rose rapidly in the pro- 
fession and soon became recognized as 
one of the most successful attorneys at the 
Macon bar. ° 

Remaining in the practice until January, 
1885, he was appointed judge of the city 
court of Atlanta, the honvr coming to him 
unsolicited and unsought. 

Judge Clarke held this position for one 
year, and at the expiration of this time he 
was appointed on the bench as judge of 
the Atlanta circuit. This position he held 
until the fall of 1893, when he resigned, 
with still three years and a half before 
him, having at the time just entered upon 
the duties of a new term. 

Judge Clarke tendered his resignation in 
order to once more enter the field of ac- 
tive practice, having gained from his time 
spent on the bench a ripe experience, which 
at once marked him as one of the strong- 
est and ablest attorneys in the city of At- 
lanta. His work as judge was character- 
ized by a fearless discharge of duty and 
with an utter disregard of person. His le- 
gal decisions were rendered with a clear 
and comprehensive insight into the law 
appertaining to a particular case and in a 
fluent and interesting: style. No judge of 
the superior court in Georgia ever donned 
the ermine of judge with less fear or more 
pronounced fidelity to his trust. 

A Christian to the End. 

It is remarkable how few of the deci- 
sions rendered by Judge Clarke were re- 
versed by a higher court, showing better 
than any other standard how much of his 
energy and tireless study he gave to his 
life work. He never aspired to political 
distinction, although time and again press- 
ed to enter this or that race. 

He was one of thé earliest promoters 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
and for a number of years was a member 
of the board of directors of that institution. 

A consecrated member of the Baptist 
church, he held his faith above all else, 
adding to his excellent attainments as a 
lawyer the simplicity of a Christian gen- 
tleman, 


DEATH OF MR. R. H. HUZZA. 


He Died Last Night After a Long Ill- 
~ ness at His Late Residence on 
Courtland Street. 

Mr. R. H. Huzza died last night. at 8:45 
o'clock at his late residence, 311 Courtland 
street. He had been ill for a long time, 
suffering with rheumatism and other trou- 
bles which seriously affected his health. 
The immediate cause of his death, however, 
was asthenia, which was superinduced by 


other troubles. 

Mr. Huzza had reached the age of sixty- 
seven years and had resided the greater 
portion of his life in this city. He had a 
large number of acquaintances and was ad- 
mired by them for his simplicity of charac- 
ter, his sincerity and the courtliness with 
which he treated every one. 

For a number of months Mr. Huzza suf- 
fered, but bore all his pain with great forti- 
tude and was never too ill to say a kind 
word to every one who went near his bed- 
side nor in too great pain to cheer others 
when he noticed their despondency. 

His condition became precarious several 
times of late and it was thought that he 
could live only a few hours, but each time 
he rallied. For several weeks, however, it 
had been known that he could not survive, 
but his death last night was very sudden, 
During the afternoon it was thought that 
he was better, but shortly before 7 o'clock 
his condition became worse and he never 
rallied until the end. 

He is survived by his wife and one son, 
iy. t=.

THE MEMBERS OF THK, COMMISSION 
appointed to examine into the results of 
the war and visit personally all the army 
camps in the country, will arrive in At- 
lanta this morning at ll o’clock from 
Jacksonville. 

The commission consists of Dr. D. C. 
Gilman, president of Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity; E. P. Howell, of Georgia; James 
A. Sexton, of Chicago; General A. McD. 
Cook, of New York; Dr. W. W. Keen, of 
Philadelphia; Charles Denby, Dr. W, C. 
Connor, of Cincinnati, and General J. L. 
Wilson, 

For three days the commission has been 
at Jacksonville inspecting the conduct of 
the camp of the Seventh Army corps under 
General Fitzhugh Lee, and other camps 
in the immediate vicinity. 

A sub-committee of the commission con- 
sisting of Mr. E. P. Howell and General 
J, L. Wilson, was appointed two days ago 
to make inspection of the camp site at Fer- 
nandina, Fla., and investigate the title of 
the property on which the camp was locat- 
ed, Considerable criticism has been di- 
rected toward the management and selec- 
iicn of the Fernandina camp, it being 
claimed that the property belonged tu 
young Alger, and that favoritism had been 
practiced in its selecticn. : 

The sub-committee returned to Jack- 
sonville yesterday with the statement that 
the Jand which’ the camp had been 
placed was in the possession of the state 
of Florida, having reverted to the state 
during the past year. 

The sub-committee consisting of Captain 
Howell and General Wilson will not come 
with the commission to Atlanta, but have 
been instructed to report at Tampa and 
conduct an investigation of the army camps 
at. that place, 

‘Will Examine Fort McPherson. 

The object of the visit of the commiesion 
to this city is for the purpose of conduct- 
ing an examination of the condition of af- 
fairs at Fort McPherson, since that post 
has. been one of the most important ag 
the receiving station for the sick and 
wounded during the course of the-war. 

It is understood that every detail of 
the work conducted by those in charge at 
the post’ will be gone over in detail by the 
commission, and a report made on the re- 
suits accomplished. One of the main points 
cornect2d with the work of the commis- 
sion is that of a thorough investigation of 
the medical branch of the since 
s0 many complaints have been raised on 
the conduct of this department at the dif- 
ferent army camps of the country. 

After the investigation of Fort McPher- 
son the labors of the comm/’ssion will cease 
concerned, and it is 
probable that from here the members will 
go direct to Chickamauga and undertake 
the investigation of the many complaints 
that have been made against the conduct 
of the medical department at Camp 
Thomas, 

The commission left Washington on its 
tour of inspection last Saturday evening 
and went direct to Jacksonville, where the 
members have engaged that 
time. A special car is occupied by the com- 
mission, with facility at hand for 
moving from one camp to the other, with- 
out depending on any department of the 
army.

Once a 
month each circle is expected to write a 
friendly letter to at least one other circle, 
and in this way to keep in touch with the 
organization throughout the country. 

An important feature of the Progressive 
Women of America, and indeed one of its 
principal reasons for its being in existence, 
is that club life may be brought to the wo- 
men who are living on farms or ranches, 
and deprived of all advantages of clubs or 
other social organizations.

DEFENDS HOSPITAL CORPS. 


Dr. Walker Answers Attack on the 
Corps Made by Major Frye. 
Considerable criticism has been aroused 
among the officials at Fort Mc Pheréon 
against the testimony given by Major Frye 
before the committee of investigation, in 
which that officer devotes much time to 
the criticism of the army hospital corps 

and the men constituting it. 

Major Frye describes the men of the hos- 
pital corps as ‘‘a ecabby-looking lot,’ and 
expiains much of the incompetency of the 
hospital camps to the work of these imen. 

Dr. T. C. Walker, one of the surgeons 
at Fort McPherson who has seen considera- 
ble service at different camps in the coun- 
try since the beginning of the war and 
has had an opportunity to examine closely 
the character of the hospital corps men, 
Said yesterday, in speaking of the language 
of Major Frye: 

“The testimony of Major Frye before the 
committee of investigation in which he re- 
fers to the hospital corps generally as com- 

osed of a ‘scabby-looking lot,’ picked up 
rom. all parts of the country, we regard 
as uncalled for, ag it is unjust and mis- 
leading, and while not at all unmindful of 
the uniform courtesy and respect which 
should always exist on the part of a pri- 
vate toward a superior officer, yet we feel 
impelled not to ict such a statement pass 
unnoticed or without a word of reply. 

‘The writer having been in the service at 
both Jacksonville and Fort McPherson, 
feels somewhat prepared to enter a. de- 
fense of the men composing this branch 
of the service, 

“There are privates in our military hos- 
pitals who prior to enlisting were regular 
practicing physicians, graduates of the lead- 
ing and best colieges of the country, Many 
of whom we have no hesitation whatever 
in Saying are better qualified and equipped 
as general practitioners than many so-call- 
ed commissioned contract surgeons who 
rank above them. Yet they are only pri- 
vates and only supposed to attend the 
wants of sick and wounded in carrying out 
the instructions of the attending surgeons. 
There are others—and we feel safe in say- 
ing, a large majority—who were formerly 
medical students who entered the service 
for the practic; observation and expe- 
rience to be derived from such duty: and 
others who were pharmacists or students 
of pharmacy, all of whom are thoroughly 
capable and render efficient service as 
nurses. AS a matter of course, there are 
some, but a very, very few, to whom the 
charge of Major Frye might possibly be 
ik sega yet it not nearly covers the entire

THE CONVENTION OF THE WOMAN'S 
Home Mission Society of the North Georgia 
conference Methodist Episcopal church hed

Erdence Wa Strong and There Was 
No Mitigating Circumstance. 


HE WEEPS PROFUSELY OVER HIS DOOM 


County To Have Two Executions on 
Successive Days—Wade Hampton 
Will Hang on November 


9th, Lewis To Hang No- 
' vember 10th. 


Robert Lewis was sentenced yes- 
terday to hang on the gallows he 
buflt in the new jail. 


ROBERT LEWIS WILL BE RANGED 
by the neck until he is dead on the gal- 
Jows which he himself constructed. He 
was convicted yesterday afternoon fn the 
criminal court for the murder of J. F. 
Haynes, on Forsyth street, in front of the 
Prudential trilding, several months ago, 
and Judge Candler sentenced him to hang 
on November 10th. 

Lewis being a workman at the new fail 
while it was in course of construction, it 
fell to his lot to be one of the principal 
builders in the gallows that has been erect- 
ed in the jail, and he will be the second 
victim of the instrument of death that his 
own handiwork has wrought. 

Lewis's arraignment, trial and conviction 
required little more than an hour of the 
court’s time yesterday and the case was 
one with no mitigating circumstances. The 
evidence was that he deliberately waited 
for his victim and as Haynes walked from 
behind the high fence that inclosed the 
Prudential building, which was at that 
time in course of erection, he shot him 
down. 

Only one shot was fired and this was 
sufficient. Lewis held the pistol in both 
hands and took deliberate aim. 

Four witnesses testified in the case. 
They were for the state. The defense had 
mo witnesses and the prisoner made a 
gtaitement in which he pleaded justification, 
in. the fact that Haynes cursed him and 
insulted his wife. 

No testimony was shown to prove these 
assertions made by the condemned man 
and his statement had little effect on the 
general nature of the case. 

While making his statement Lewis was 
very much agitated. He showed great 
emotion and hesitated after nearly every 
word the spoke. He broke dowa towards 
the last and@ cried. After he came off the 
stand he wept profusely on the table near 
which he sat and seemed greatly moved 
by the appalling circumstances which were 
leading him to his doom. 

Solicitor Hill made a snort argument of? 
the case and said that he had never seen 
a clearer case, where there was not one 
mitigating circumstances. The defense was 


Lewis is a young man about twenty-five 
years of age and the confinement in the 
jail has had its effect upon him. He looks 
wan an@ has apparently given up all hope 
of any favorable recommendation. 

When Judge Candler sentenced Lewis 
he took his doom more coolly than he had 
any other part of the trial, and having 
spent himself in weeping during the trial, 
had no further tears to shed over the aw- 
ful situation. 

Lewis was taken back to jail and will be 
kept there until November 10th, when he 
will be placed upon the gallows and hang- 
ed where he worked when a free man. 

The prisoners will be moved into the new 
jail next week and the two condemned 
murderers are to be kept in custody 
until November 9th, when Wade Hampton 
will be hanged, and Lewis on November 
10th. 

This will probably be the first time in 
the history of the state that two execu- 
tions occur On successive days in the same 
county.

POOLING AGREEMENT RATIFIED. 


Fall River Manufacturers Decide To 
Curtail Their Production. 


Fall River, Mass., October 20.—A majority 
of the Fall River cotton manufacturers to- 
day ratified the pooling agreement and the 
policy of curtailing production proposed a 
few days ago. An attempt was made to do 
this early in the year, but it failed. The 
goods to be placed in the hands of these 
trustees comprise the bulk of the print 
goods made here. 

The mills that do not desire to curtail 
agree to pay in half a cent per spindle for 
every week that they run in excess of the 
time set for such curtailment. The agree- 
ment calls: for four weeks curtailment of 
production in the next three months. The 
goods to be pooled include those now made 
and those to be made in the next five 
months. 

It is possible that a further curtailment 
may be ordered later, but the exact date of 
the shutdown of the several mills is not 
stipulated. The agreement will not go into 
effect until certain details now being con- 
sidered are perfected. The sales are to be 
made through the regular channels. The 
new agreement is the outcome of a long 
period of duliness in the goods market. 


GOES TO CHINA TO BUILD ROAD. 


Representative of New York Syndicate 
Now En Route with Engineers. 


San Francisco, October 20.—William Bar- 
clay Parsons, who represents the New 
York syndicate that fis to build the new 
railroad from Hankow to Canton, is in the 
city and whl sail on the China accom- 
panied by the engineers to make a recon- 
naissance of the route. The concession was 
obtained by a Pacific coast man, A. W, 
Bush, of Port Townsend, Washington. 

Calvin §. Brice is the chairman of the 
syndicate. The Central Trust Gompany, 
the Rockefellers, ‘former Vice President 
Morton and other prominent eastern finan- 
ciers are also jnterested. Mr. Parson says 
of the road, the main line of which will 
extend from Hankow to Canton, that 
branches aggregating as many more miles 
may be built. As has been reported, the 
concession was signed in. Washington 
through the Chinese minister. 

The American syndicate is to recelve, in 
bonds guaranteed by the Chinese govern- 
ment, the entire cost of the road and an 
agreement upon percentage to cover super- 
vision and a profit. The syndicate is also 
to receive 20 per cent of the net earnings 
of the road for forty-five years, the other 
8) per cent going to the Chinese govern- 
ment. During the forty-five years the 
American syndicate has the right to ap- 
point all the officials and manage the road. 
At the end of the forty-five years the road 
goes absolutely to the Chinese government.

Judge Candler has made quick work of 
the docket this week and has disposed of @ 
large number of cases with his usua] dis- 
patch. Sixty-one cases have been tried. 
Five of these were capital offenses. There 
were three murders, one arson and one 
criminal assault. The jail has been emp- 
ties of all its felony prisoners and when 
the transfer is made next week there will 
be few prisoners to take to the new jail. 

Yesterday was a busy day with the crim- 
inal court. Man cases were disposed of. 
Wesley Pierce, a young negro, was given 


a life sentence in the penitentiary for kill- 
ing his companion, Dick Morris, for 6 
cents. 

Wesley and Dick played billiards nearly 
all day. It was agreed that if Dick won 
all of Wesley’s money the former was to 
give the latter 5 cents. Dick refused to do 
this after he had won the money and after 
they had left the poolroom stabbed Dick 
in the back. In a few minutes he was dead. 
The jury, after being out a short time, 
brought in a verdict for recommendation 
to mercy, and the court imposed a life sen- 
tence. 

Robert Lewis was convicted 
and sentenced to hang. 

The case of criminal] assault was 4dis- 
missed on accqunt of the extreme youth 
of the plaintiff, she being only four years 
of age. 

About ten other cases for lesser offenses 
were tried during the day and at the hour 
of adjournment the court was discontinued 
until October $3lst. 

The week’s business has been very suc- 
cessful as far as convictions go. There have 
been about seven verdicts of not guilty 
during the four days that the court has 
Been running and out of sixty-one cases, 
The attendance on the court has been large 
and the number of murder trials and the 
short time consumed in trying them have 
‘been distinguishing features of the ses- 
sion of the court. 


CONDUCTORS ARE REINSTATED. 


Strike of Engineers and Ticket Punch- 
ers on M., K. and T. Averted. 
St. Louis, October 20.—It was learned to~- 
day that a strike of engineers and conduc- 
tors on the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
railroad, over the question of reinstating 
three discharged conductors, have been 
averted, the company agreeing to take back 

two of the men. 

After a secret conference between the 
employees’ committee and railroad officials, 
ending last night, the latter at first refused 
to accede to the demand that the conduc- 
tors be restored to work. 

The trainmen then theratened to cal] an 
immediate strike of the conductors and en- 
gineers. Another conference was held, the 
company finally agreeing to let all but 
Conductor Knock return to their old places 
This satisfied the grievance committee.

STORE BURNS. 


Four Story Brick in Dallas,, Tex., Is 
Destroyed by Fire. 

Dallas, Tex., October 20.—A four-story 
brick bulding owned by J. C. Dargan, of 
Atlanta, Ga., and occupied by the Texas 
Drug Company, was destroyed by fire here 
this afternoon.

This occurred yesterday, although many 
supposed that the board would not meet 
again for two weeks. Yesterday Alder- 
men J. D,.

SUBMITS ITS REPORT 


Positions and Courses of Yessels in San- 
tiago Fight Are Marked. 


CHART MAKES ALL PLAIN 


On the Map Relative Places of Ameri- 
can Ships Shown at All Times. 


THE MARKS SPEAK FOR THEMSELVES 


Paper Given Out by the Navy Depart- 
ment Indulges in No Compli- 
/ ments to Any One. 


Washington, October 20.~—The report of 
the Wainwright board convened for the 
purpose of determining the positions and 
courses of the ships engaged in the action 
at Santiago, July 3d, was made public to- 
day. The report is as fellows: 

Flagship New York, First Rate, Navy 
Yard, New York, October 8.—Sir: In 
obedience to your order of September 
2, 1898, appointing us a board to plot the 
positions of the ships of Admiral Cer- 
vera’s squadron and those of the Unit- 
ed States fleet, in the battle of July 3 
1898, off Santiago de Cuba, we thave the 
honor to submit the following report, 
accompanied by a chart showing the 
positions of the ships at seven diflerent 
times. 

2. These times, as taken by the United 
States ships engaged with whe incidents 
noted, are as fo.lows: 

No. 1. 9:35 a. m.—Maria Teresa came 
out of the harbor. 

No. 2. 9:50 a, m.—Pluton came out, 

No. 3. 10:15 a. m.—Maria Teresa turn- 
ed and run ashore. 

No. 4. 10:20 a, m.—Oquendo turned to 
run ashore. ; 

No. 5. 10:30 a, m.—Furor blew up and 
Pluton turned to run ashore. 

No. 6. 11:05 a, m.—Vizcaya turned to 
run ashore, 

No. 7. 1:15 p. m.—Colon surrendered. 

8 Ihe chart selected by the board for 
plotting is H. O. chart No. 716, 1885, 
West Indies, eastern part of Bahama isl- 
ands, with part of Cuba and north 
coast of San Domingo. This selection 
was made after careful comparison 
‘with all other charts at hands, as to the 
bays, and inlets on them agree mor6é 
nearly with the observation of the mem- 
bers of the board than those given by 
any other. 

4. ‘The positions of the United States 
ships were established by Known bear- 
ings and distances from the Morro at 
No. 1, with the exception of the New 
York, whose position is plotted by the 
revolutions of her engines during a run 
of forty-five minutes east from her po- 
sition, S. E. %s of the Morro, 6,000 
yards. Position at No. 2 is plotted by all 
ships according to their relative bear- 
ings from each other, the operations of 
their engines from 9:35 to 9:30, the evi- 
dence of the officers on board them and 
the ranges used in firing at the Spanish 
ships. Pcsition No. 3 is plotted from 
observations of the officers of the Unit- 
ed States ships with regard to their 
nearness to each other, and relative 
bearings of themselves from the Tere- 
sa with ranges in use at the time, the 
performance of the engines and gene- 
ral heading of the ships. Position No. 
4, same as No. 8, substituting Oquendo 
for Teresa. Positions Nos. 5, 6 and 7 
are plotted on the same general plan. 

5. Before plotting these positions, the 
board took each ship separately and 
discussed her data for the position un- 
der considgration—that data being ob- 
tained from the report of the command- 
ing officers, notes taken during the ac- 
tion. and the evidence of the members 
of the board. In reconciling differences 
of opinion in regard to distances, bear- 
ings, ranges, etc., full liberty was given 
to the captain of the ship under dis- 
cussion, to bring in any argument or 
data he considered necessary, and the 
board submits this report with a feel- 
ing that under the circumstances it is 
as nearly correct as possible so long 
after the engagement.

Chart Makes It Clear. 


The above report needs the accompanying 
chart to make clear what were the _ posi- 
tions of the ships during the famous battle 
of Santiago, of July 3d. Measurements 
upen the chart showing the positions of the 
vessels at the specified times named in 
the report will give as fair an idea of the 
work of the board as can be made without 
the chart itself. 

“Position No. w1.—9:35 a, m.—When the 
Maria Teresa came out of the harbor, -the 
New York was-nine miles east of Morro, 
accompanied by the Hist and Ericsson. The 
Brooklyn was three miles southwest of 
Morro. being two and two-tenths miles 
from the shore west of the mouth of the 
harbor. The Texas was cight-tenths of a 
mile east of the Brooklyn. The lowa was 
one and eight-tenths miles east and south 
of the Brooklyn, and the Oregon a half 
mile east of the lowa, the Iowa being three 
rriles directly south of Morro, The Indiana 
was two and two-tenths miles southwest 
of Morro, and the Gloucester ene mile al- 
most directly north of the Indiana and a 
mile-and four-tenths from Morro. 

‘Position No. 2, 9:50 a. m.—When the Plu- 
ton came out all the Spanish vessels had 
come out of the harbor and their positions 
were: Maria Teresa two and one-half miles 
southwest of Morro and the Vizcaya, Colon 
and Oquendo in the order named, behind 
the Teresa, and from four-tenths to half a 
mile apart. 

“The position of the American vessels: 
The New York had moved up two and one- 
tenth miles westward. The Brooklyn had 
started north, swerved to the northeast and 
toward the mouth of the harbor and was 
turning east‘on the swing she made to the 
right and around to the westward course; 
she was eight-tenths of a mile from the 
Vizcaya. At nosition, No. 2, the Texas first 
went east a half hile. swinging toward 
the harbor, then turning to the left she is 
at No. 2, a half mile directly north of her 
first position. The Iowa moved by a vary- 
ing course northwest and was a mile and 
four-tenths from the Vizeaya, the Oregon 
being two-tenths of a mile behind the Iowa. 
the Indiana three-tenths behind the Iowa. 
The Gloucester’s first start was a half ¢ile 
directly away from the harbor, but swing- 
ing to the right had advanced toward the 
Spanish ships, being one and seven-tenths 
miles from the nearest, the Oquendo. 

‘Position No. 3, 10:15 a. m.—Maria Teresa 
turned to run ashore. She was five and a 
half miles from Morro. The Vizcaya was 
two and three-tenths miles westward from 
the Teresa, the Oquendo one and two- 
tenths miles and the Colon one and four- 
tenths miles in advance of the Teresa. The 
American vessels were as follows: 

“The New York had come within three 
miles of Morro, being southeast of that 
point. The Brooklyn had made her swing 
to the westward, crossing her track; and 
was two and a half mfles directly south 
and west of the Teresa, and one and three- 
tenths miles directly south of the Colon, 
one and one-tenth miles and a little behind 
the Vizcaya, one and three-tenths miles 
and a little in advance of the Oquendo. 
The Texas was one and two-tenths miles 
from the Teresa, a little behind her, ana 
one and four-tenths miles from and behind 
the next Spanish ship, the Oquendo. The 
Iowa was one and one-tenth miles from the 
Teresa and a little closer in, but not quite 
as far west as the Texas. The Oregon had 
pulled up and passed the Texas and Iowa, 
being a little further inshore than the 
Texas and a little further out than the 
Iowa. She was in advance of the Teresa, 
being one and seven-tenths miles from 
that vessel, six-tenths of a mile from and 
directly in the line of the Oquendo, seven- 
tenths of a mile from the Colon and one 
and two-tenths miles behind the Vizcaya. 
The Indiana was two miles from the Tex- 
as and two and six-tenths miles from the 
Oquendo, the nearest Spanish vessel. The 
Gloucester had moved up six-tenths of a 
mile, and was just a mile directly south of 
Morro. 

Little Change of Position. 

“Position No. 4, 10:20 a. m.—Oquendo 
turned to run ashore. Only five minutes 
elapsed from position No. 3. All vessels

had been running westward without ma- 


terial changes in their positions. The 
Colon had@ run one and three-tenths miles 
the Vizcaya about one-tenth of a mile 
less and swerved to the left, bringing 
her to within one and one-tenth miles of 
the Brooklyn. The Iowa wag the same 
distance, but almost directly astern, and 
the Oregon was one and thrée-tenths miles 
from the Vizcaya, but further out to sea, 
the Iowa eight-tenths of a mile from the 
Oquendo, the Oregon nine-tenths of a mile 
from the same vessel, and both somewhat 
in advance of the doomed Spanish ship. 
The Indiana had advanced eight-tenths of 
a mile, and wag two and six-tenths miles 
away from the Oquendo, the nearest Span- 
ish ship. The New York had advanced 
nearly a mile, but was not yet abreast of 
Morro. The Gloucester had run over two 
miles, and was now well west of Morro, 
but five miles east of tne Oquendo. 

“Position No. 6, 10:30 a. m.—Furor blew 
up, and the Pluten turned to run ashore. 
This is ten minutes later than position No. 
4. The Gloucester had run a little more 
than two miles and was four-tenths of a 
mile from the Furor and but little further 
from the Pluton. The New York had run 
two miles and was three miles from the 
Furor, the nearest Spanish ship, and two 
miles south of Morro. The Colon had run 
two and nine-tenths miles, and the Vizcaya 
two and seven-tenths miles. The Brook- 
lyn had run two miles, and was one mile 
from the Vizeaya and one and one-six- 
teenth miles from the Colon, which was 
running near the shore. The Oregon had 
sailed two and a half miles, and was one 
and a half miles from the Vizeaya and 
about the same distance from, the Colon. 
The Texas was one mile astern of thé Ore- 
gon. The Indiana was one and one-haif 
miles astern of the Texas. 

“Position No. 6, 11:05 a. m.—Vizcaya turn- 
ed to run ashore. In the thirty-five min- 
utes the Vizeaya had sailed about seven 
miles. The Colon had run five and a half 
miles further and was more than that dis- 
tance in advance of any of the American 
vessels. The Brooklyn was one mile distant 
from the Vizcaya and slightly behind her. 
The Oregon was one and one-half miles 
from the Vizcaya, but nearer the shore and 


astern of the enemy. The Texas was two 
and seven-tenths miles from the Vizcaya 
and directly astern or the Oregon. The 
lowa was three miles directly astern of the 
Vizeaya. The New York was five miles 
behind the lowa. The Ericsson had Kept 
along with the New York all the time and 
was at this position one-half mile in ad- 
vance of her. The Indiana was nearly four 
miles behind the Iowa. 

‘Position No. 7, 1:15 p. m.—The Colon sur- 
rendered. In the two hours and ten min- 
utes from the last position given the ves- 
sels had coursed westward. a great dis- 
tance. The Colon had run twenty-six and 
one-half miles. The Brooklyn was the 
nearest American vessel. She had sailed 
twenty-eight and a half miles and was 
three miles from the Colon. “he Oregon 
was four and one-half miles from the Co- 
lon and more in shore than the Brooklyn. 
The Texas was three miles behind the Ore- 
gon. The New York was nine and one-half 
miles from the Colon. None of the other 
vessels had come up, 

“The tracings of the chart show that 
the Spanish vessels sailed on Courses not 
more than three-tenths of a mile apart 
until the Oquenuo ran ashore. Then the 
Vizcaya veered’ out to sea and the Colon 
kept nearer tHe shore,.their courses being 
about seven-tenths of a mile apart. Up 
to the time the Oquendo went ashore the 
Iowa, Indiana, Oregon and Texas sailed on 
courses within three-tenths of a mile of 
each other, the lowa being the nearest and 
the Texas the farthest from the course 
of the Spanish ships. The Brooklyn's 
course was one and one-half miles outside 
that of the Texas. The swing to the right 
which the Brooklyn made at the beginning 
of the engagement shows an oval four- 
tenths of a mile across. She crossed the 
course of the Texas, Oregon and Indiana 
twice whiie making the turn, but before 
these vessels had gone over them. The 
course. of the New York after passing Mor- 
ro was nearer the shore than any other 
United States vessel except the Gloucester, 
and a mile behind where the Oquendo 
turned to run ashore she passed inside 
the eourses of the Spanish ships. Ten 
miles west of the Vizcaya. disaster she 
crossed the Colon’s track, but followed 
very close the course of the vessel until 
the latter surrendered. 

“The Iowa, Indiana and Ericsson did 
not go farther west than where the Viz- 
caya ran ashore. The Gloucester stopped 
by the Maria Teresa and Oquendo, as also 
did the Hist. The latter vessel was not 
able to keep pace with the New York and 
Ericeson, the vessels she was with at the 
beginning of the battle.”

ting into a cylindrical tube. The top cylin- 
drical portion of the recetver is exactly 
eight inches in diameter and is provided 
with a funnel-shaped bottom, Which con- 
ducts any precipitation falling into the re- 
ceiver into the tall cylindrical measuring 
tube, the total height of which is twenty 
inches. The diameter of the tube is much 
smaller than that of the receiver, being 
only 2.53 inches. In consequence of this a 
small amount of rain falling into the re- 
ceiver and flowing into the tube (ffills 
the latter to a depth grater than 
the actual rainfall in proportion as 
the area of the receiver is great- 
er than the area of the measuring tube. 
In the standard gauges of the weather 
bureau the depth of the rainfall, in ac- 
cordance with this principle, is magnified 
just ten times. It takes ten inches of rain 
in the tube to equal an actual fall of one 
inch. A tenth of an inch tn the tube rep- 
resents only one-hundredth of an inch of 
actual rainfall.

LONDON WAS HEAVY SELLER 


All Her Offerings Easily Absorbed and 
the Market Hardened and

New York, October 20.—Consider! 
apathy and indifference whicn have 
cently been manifested on the stock ex- 
change, the resistance made today to tne 
depressing influences existing on all for- 
¢ign security markets was rather remark- 
able, Even at che opening prices refused 
to yleid to a parity of those established 
in ndon for Americans, but our opening 
and the rather heavy volume of offerings 
for ndon account was easily absorbed 
at level sufficiently higher to make a 
very nice 
After the London selling had ceased in 
the forenoon the market took a hardening 
tendency and broadened out to a very per- 
ceptible extent. Prices of the grangers 
and other railroad stocks, including some 
in the list of those deak in on foreign 
exchanges, rose above yesterday’s level, 
Or at least retrieved the earlier losses.

No 
restrictions were placed on the grant 
fiven by the board other than tliat the 
road must keep its line in repair and not 
place it where it will interfere with the 
pavement of the street and that the board 
reserves the rigtit to locate the pyles. 

The road asked that it be atlowed to ex- 
tend ite line to the waterworks, to elec- 
trically equip and operate and contro} it. 

The committee to which the matter was 
referred returned « favorable 
it was ordered that the franchise be grant- 
ed, The board, in the order issued, re- 
served the right to direct the location of 
the pcies, and the track must not be laid 
so as to interfere with the future paving 
of the avenue. The road and two feet on 
each side of it must be kept in good con- 
dition, and the company must repair it 
upon notice from the board, 

The action of the commissidners 
unanimous and the work on the 
struction of the roai will begin at once. 

The company is now negotiating for the 
materia! to lay the tracks, and as soon 3s 
this is done the construction of the road 
will begin.

THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


The question of reducing insurance rates 
is being agitated in New York and other 
cities are jooking on with interest. It would 
have been better for.the old strong com- 
panies if they had voluntarily reduced the 
rates a year or two ago or even prior to 
that. The rates which were agreed upon 
and classed as standard rates afforded such 
a good margin of profit that many new 
incorporated and the 
particular cut the 


companies were 
younger companies in 
standard rates to get business. 

This rate cutting spread, but the better 
class of companies kept out of it as long 
as they could. At lasf, after losing a great 
dea} of business, the¥# were forced to mett 
the cuts. But then Much of their business 
was gone. In the meantime the new com- 
ers in the field had strengthened them- 


selves. 

If the rates had been voluntarily reduced 
a few years back, a number of the new 
companies would never have been organ- 
ized. Besides that, thé weaker companies 
then in the field would have gone to the 
wall. Now underwriters are admitting that 
rates have been too high. The New York 
Evening Post quotes one as saying: 

“The companies must respond to eco- 
nemic eccohditions. When they pay brokers 
25 per cent commission and make money, 
something is wrong. ‘The pubiic is being 
imposed upon, and unless the companies 
reduce rates themselves the people will 
do it for them by organizing new companies 
and bringing additional capital into the 
field.’’ 

Another underwriter is quoted on the 
game line and he says that the outlook is 
growing dangerous for companies which 
have been regarded as among the best. 
Here is an extract from his interview: 

“Our present trouble comes primarily 
from high rates. We might as well admit 
it and make the best of it. Profits have 
been large during recent years, but the 
public has not been treated fairly. At the 
west, as well as in this city, we have not 
adjusted matters equitably. The tempta- 
tion to get business by illegitimate means 
has been too great, and the companies that 
have lived up to their tariff obligations 
have been cheated right and left. Had 
rates been so adjusted as to yield but a 
moderate profit, say 5 per cent, demorali- 
zation would not have resulted. All we can 
do now is to get together upon a simple 
basis and make advances as we go along. 
The companies are fast reaching the dan- 
ger point, and the protection afforded prop- 
erty owners is not, on the whole, as good 
today as it was a year ago. We have many 
such periods in underwriting, but this ex- 
perience has been the worst suffered in 
years.”’

TRAIN THE HAND 


WITH THE MIND 


State School Commissioner Glenn Makes 
Important Recommendations. 


GIV"! THE CHILDREN SKILL 


Our Present System of Education Neg- 
lects the Manual Training. 


WHAT OTHER COUNTRIES ARE DOING 


Those Who Are Teaching Their Boys 
and Girls How To Make Some- 
thing Are Growing Richer. 


State Schoo] Commissioner Glenn 
writes interestingly on the subject 
of education of children. 


THB ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
state school commissioner, Professor G. 
R. Glenn, is just out and it is going to at- 
tract wide attention. It ls no dry, per- 
functory chronicle of routine matters in 
his department, but he discusses the sub- 
ject of practical education for Georgia's 
children in a most interesting style, pre- 
senting new thoughts for the men who 
make the laws and teach the gchools of the 
state. 

Professor Glenn is an earnest advocate 
of an education which will fit the boys 
and girls for some calling when they leave 
the school room. The education of the 
mind is not the only thing necessary for 
a child. This is illustrated every day by 
the failure of so many ‘hundreds of well- 
educated boys and girls to find profitable 


employment. 

As Professor Glenn puts it, they find that 
they are “not wanted." The trouble, he 
says, lies in the fact that they have not 
received a practical education. They know 
much of what the books tell, but little of 
what men and women are really doing in 
the worid of -business. As a remedy, the 
state school commissioner recommends 
that more attention shculd be given to the 
industrial education of the children. Their 
hands should be taught as well as their 
minds. On this line he says: 

Industrial Education. 

“In my judgment the time has come to 
add new features to our system of public 
education in Georgia. Within the last ten 
years in many cduntries of the world 
radical changes have been ‘made in the 
methods and purposes of public education. 
The most radical of these changes has 
been the introduction of some form or 
other of manual or industrial training. In 
Switzerland, Germany, Austriagg France 
and elsewhere in the oid world, as well 
as in nearly all the leading states-of this 
country, there has been embodied a 
course of instruction, the purpose of 
which is to train the child’s hand, or rather 
to develop its mental powers through the 
use of its hand. Modern psychologists, 
who have given a great deal of study to 
the development of the brain, have reached 
the congelusion that a large part of the 
brain can only be developed by the train- 
ing that comes through the hand. The 
ola system of education employed, for the 
development of the brain, the sense of 
sight and the sense of hearing. The mod- 
ern syst of education demands that the 
sense of’ touch, of which the hand is the 
chief organ, shail be added. In other words 
the theory of the modern psychologists is 
that the three principal areas of the brain 
are developed by use of the hearing, the 
sight and the touch, and that the chilld 
cannot be naturally and normally devel- 
oped unless all three of these organs are 
employed together. If this be true, and all 
the world has come to accept it as being 
true, then it seems that there should be 
added to our course of study whatever may 
be found necessary to devesop the brain 
through the hand as well as through the 
eye and ear. 
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“Not Wanted.” | 

“Tt is a matter of common experience 
that a great many children that have 
gone through our grammar schools. and 
our high schools even, have found them- 
selves in a condition of helplessness at 
the end of their course of study. I do 
not know any more pitiable condition in 
which a young life can be placed tha thet 
of the graduates of our schools who awake 
to a realization that, after all their train- 
ing and education, their appeals for situ- 
ations are answered by the stereotyped 
phrase ‘not wanted.’ There must be some- 
thing radically wrong in our system when 
so many thousands of our young people 
come out of our schocls and have to be 
branded on their graduation day, ‘not 
wanted.’ The question is, why are our 
dnildren marked ‘not wanted’ after they 
have gune through our schools? The trou- 
ble must be in the character of the schoo! 
work and in the kind of preparation that 
has failed to supply to the children the 
proper equipment for the work they are 
expected to do. The simple truth is that 
our present system of public education in 
Georgia tends to lead our children to seek 
employment other than manual labor, The 
radica] defect in our system is that it 
educates our boys and our girls to desire 
a way of escaping manual labor when 
there ought to be embodied in the system 
a training that will prepare the children 
to engage in some form or other of man- 
val toil. For the next fifty years in Geor- 
gia the man who will be wanted is the 
man who can make the most intelligent 
use. of his hands along with his eyes and 
his ears. "‘Mhe skilled manual labor that 
wil] have to be applied in the development 
of our industrial resources ought to be 
trained here at home. 

Ought Not To Import Labor. 

“We should not be driven to the neces- 
sity of importing the kind of labor that 
Georgia will want on her farms, in her 
manufactories, in ther foundries, in her 
machine shops and elsewhere. The po- 
tential citizen of the future will be the 
citizen whose hands have been trained to 
do things that the world wants done and 
that the world is willing to pay for. This 
training, so necessary to our present situa- 
tion, must be provided for our children 
here at home and while they are at school. 
[t is necessary, therefore, to change the 
ideal that has grown out of our present 
system. Instead of training our children 
to escape labor with their hands, we want 
to train our chi.dren so that every one 
of them will be potential for usefulness by 
reason of the fact that the public school 
has given to every child an intelligent 
skill that will enable it to find its place as 
soon as it is free from schoo, 

“We have not only our cotton fiber, but 
we hhave our hard woods and our ores and 
a thousand sources of wealth that 
give endless variety to our labor if we will 
only ¢rain our children in the schools to 
apply their energies to this form of indus- 
try. The German maxim is recognized 
the world over as containing the truth on 
this subject. Whatever changes are to be 
made in the life of a nation or people must 
be introduced into the lives of the children 
at school, 

Remodel the Cause. 

“Of course, it must be understood that 

the changes in our system here suggested 


cannot be made in a day nor in @ year. 
The Swiss people have been fifty years 
bringing their school system to its present 
high grade, and the Germans have been 
working on the problem for twenty years, 
The legislature should authorize the ap- 
pointment by the governor of a commission 
who, with the state school commissioner, 
would take up this whole subject and sug- 
gest what would be practical and proper 
to introduce into our schools at the pres- 
ent time. This commission should be 
clothed with authority to remodel our en- 
tire course of study and adjust the course 
of study to a school system that will meet 
the demands of our present situation. If 
we are ever to cure our people of dys- 
pepsia we must train the children in the 
schools how to prepare meals that will 
prevent dyspepsia. If we are to give great- 
er variety ¢o our industrial life by intro- 
ducing a thousand forms of manufacture 
which we do not now have, we must train 
our children thhow to convert our raw ma- 
terial into manufactured product. 

“Georgia farmers can secure a steady 
and reliable market for everything that 
our farmers can produce only by bringing 
manufacturing plants, with their thousands 
of employees, right here to 
field. After all, the only hope fer our ag- 
ricultura] interests is to increase our man- 
ufacturing interest, and this can only be 
done there in Georgia, as it has been done 
everywhere else, by educating 4t home a 
class of workers capable of stamping Geor- 
gia intelligence upon every kind of raw 
material that -Georgia produces. The 
schoolmaster must win this ¢riumph for 
Georgia as the schoolmaster won the ine 
dustrial triumph for Germany and Switzer- 
land.”’ 


RESIGNATION NOT ACCEPTED. 


It May Be Held Up for a Few Days 
at Washington. 

No news was-<received yesterday of ac- 
tion by the war department at Washing- 
ton on Colonel John 8S. Candler’s resigna- 
tion as colonel of-the Third Georgia regi- 
ment. Just as soon as the information 
comes Governor Atkinson will appoint 
Lieutenant Colone] R. L. Berner to the ya- 
cancy. This is understood to be certain. 

It has been suggested that in the press 
of business during President McKinley's 
absence from Washington the resignation 
has not been acted on. ° Some of Colonel 
Berner’s friends prefer to have the vacan- 
Cy occur while Governor Atkinson ts in of- 
fice, as that would make the appointment 
assured and they <re not so certain about 
what Governor-elect Allen D. Candler 
would do. It is believed that he would ap- 
point his recent opponent, Colonel Berner, 
as the lieutenant colonel declared in the 
campaign for the nomination that if he be- 
came governor he would appoint Judge At- 
kinson on the railroad commission and in- 
timated that he would do somefhing for 
Colonel Candler, who had resigned his of- 
fice as secretary of state to make the cam- 
paign for the nomination. 

If Lieutenant Colonel Berner is promoted, 
Major Spence will no doubt be made lieu- 
tenant colonel and some captain will be ap- 
pointed major. Then Lieutenant Louis 
Garrard, formerly of Columbus, will be 
urged by his friends for the vacant Cap- 
taincy.

The figures which the 
gives in his annual report showing the in- 
crease in the tax rate year by year and 
the decrease in the returns of property for 
the last few years, brought the matter 
home to every one, This question of high 
taxation is especially interesting to the 
owners of what the comptroller general 
calls visible property, as distinguished from 
the bonds, stocks, moneys, accounts, 
etc. 

The visible property or realty cannot es- 
cape taxation except in rare instances 
where js it overlooked. The other kind of 
property does escape taxation, and it is a 
hard matter to get it on the tax digest. 
it is true that when a citizen makes his 
returns he is sworn and is asked to state 
how much of the invisible property -he 
owns, fut it is well known that a great 
many people do not give in their stocks, 
bonds and bank deposits, or not at their 
full value, or anything like it. 

Colonel Wright says that it is easily pos- 
sible for the state to increase its assessable 
property +$200,000,000,

If that sum is added to the tax digest the 


tax rate would fall te 4 mills. 

In the past, when the subject of revising 
the tax laws has come up the general as- 
semblies have paid little or no attention to 
it. But the who own real estate 
and property that cannot escape the tax 
recelver’s eye are weary of bearing the 
burden while the owners of the invisible 
property escape. The former want the'r 
taxes reduced. Colonel Candler is pledged 
to do all he can to reduce taxation. 

“There are only three places where the 
appropriations can be cut down,’ gays 
Colonel Wright. ‘These are the pensions, 
the schools and the charitable institutions. 
The people of the state will-not consent to 
reductions there. They want to pay some- 
thing to the old veterans and their widows. 
They want a good school] system and they 
intend to care for the blind, the deaf and 
dumb. The ordinary expenses of running 
the state government cannot be reduced 
any further. They have already been cut 
down in the contingent fund, t%e printing 
funds and other directions, As the ex- 
pensés cannot. be reduced, the only other 
thing to do is to place more property on 
the digest and that fs feasible by getting 
at the stocks, bonds, notes, etc. It is an 
casy mat.er to reach the notes. If a law 
is passcd requiring the holder of a note to 
list it with the « county tax receiver, making 
t non-collectable in case it is not done, the 
note will be listed. Bank. stocks are al- 
ready taxable and the banks have to re- 
turn them and pay the tax ‘on the m, re- 
gardless of where ¢e owner resides or who 
he is. A similar law could be passed, in- 
cluding all other stocks and bonds in the 
State. It is a ‘harder matter to reach the 
bonds and stocks of institutions owned 
outside the state, but it is possible to get 
more of them than are returned now. 
Bank deposits could be reached, too. More 
merchand'se could be found and millions 
of dollars’ worth of property which is re- 
turned too low could be assessed nearer 
its true valuation. It will take some 
changes in,gthe law and I ‘believe that the 
people are going to demand that their rep- 
resentatives revise the laws so that the 
burden of taxation will be more equitably 
distributed and be li reais ned.’
